RESOLUTION. 


No. 4737.— In tlicir Resolution No. 1223, dated the 20th April 1020, the 
Government of India appointed a Committee, with Mr. II.N. Headline, C.I.E. # as 
President, to enquire into and report upon the conditions of service of the non- 
gazettod supervisory, clerical, sort in?;, delivery, and menial establishments 
employed in the Postal Branch, aa^' ach subordinate establishments of the 
Telegraph Branch, including telephone stiff, as had not been dealt with by the 
Telograph Committee, 1920. By their terms of reference the Committee were 
specially requested to examine the rates of pay and allowances of the above 
classes of officials, the hours of duty, and the principles which have been laid 
down for fixing the strength or the staff. Tho first portion of the Report of the 
Committee which deals with the pay and allowances of (I) postmen and others 
of the postmen class, viz., reader or sorting postmen, ovorscerpostnmn, head 
postmen and mail guards of the Railway Mail Service, (2) inferior servants of 
the Post Office and Railway Mail Service, and (3) postal runners, has now boen 
received. 

2. The Government of India accept generally the recommendations of the 
Committee and are pleased to pass t he following ordore on the various matters 
dealt with in the Committee’s Report:— 

(1) Revised scales of pay. —The emoluments of the officials of the classes 
concerned in the various circles will be revised as shown in the following

3. Jivtjnj an to the new scales of pay.—~ The Government of India accept 
the Committee’s recemmendation that in bringing men in the service on to 
tin* new incremental scales of pay, all past permanent service should be 
allowed to count for increments on the new scale subject to tbe proviso that 
ordinarily no one should he allowed to draw under this rule more than 60 

E er cent in excess of the sum of the pay proper plus war allowance drawn 
y him on the date of the issue of these orders. The Government of TnJm t 
however, have decided that the 50 per cent limit shall be relaxed in the 
following eases. In the first place no one shall draw less than tho minimum - 
pay of the new scale applicable to him in spito of the fact that such minlpuim 
pay may be more tlinn 50 per cent in excess of the pay pint war allowance 
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drawn by him on the date of the is-ue of these orders. Secondly, it has been 
pointed out that in some circles the effect of the 50 per cent, limit 
will he to bring all the men of a particular grade on to the minimum pay 
of the new scale bf that grade irrespective of the length of their service. The 
Government of India recognize that this result would be inequitable, and In 
order to meet the difficulty, they are pleased to direct that in casea where the 
initial pay of the officiaTs dealt with in this Resolution would be limited to the 
minimum of their grade by tho £0 per cent rule, six years’ permanent service 
shall, notwithstanding the above rule, entitle an official to one increment above 
the minimum, twelvo years’ ■service to two increments and eighteen years’ 
service to three increments. In cases where the application of the 50 per cent, 
rule results in rates of pay which include fractions of a rupee, fractions of less 
than annaa 8 shall he neglected while in other cases the rate of pay admissible 
shall be rounded off to the next highest rupee. 

4. Date of giving effect to the new scales of pay .—The Committee have 
recommended that the new scales of pay together with the local allowances 
proposed in certain districts in the Central Circle should bo introduced from 1st 
December 1919, in view of the fact that the revision of pay of the Telegraph 
Department was introduced from that date, aad the Government of India have 
decided to accept this proposal. The fIous»*-ront allowance mentioned in 
paragraph 2 in cases whew they have been newly sanctioned or the rates 
have "been revised are sanctioned from May 1st, 1.920, i.e., the date with effect 
from which similar allowances were sanctioned for the Telegraph staff. From 
the arrears of pay which will become due under this Order, the advance of 
one month's pay, sanctioned under tho orders passed by the Government 
of India in this Department on May 31st, 1920, shall first be deducted. 
If the balance due to any postman or other official dealt with in this 
Resolution exceeds Us. 5, it shall he paid in two instalments, the first as soon 
the sum due has been ascertained, the second two months later. If the 
advance already drawn exceeds the total arrears due, if any, the balance shall 
he recovered from the monthly pay in3 equal monthly instalments. 

5. Local allowances and house-rent allowances.— All allowances of these 
classes which arc granted at present will continue except in the- cases where 
now allowances of the same classes are specifically sanctioned in the Schedules 
included in paragraph 2. 

0. War and graiu compensation allowances .—With the introduction of 
the revised scales of pay shown above, the war and grain compensation allowan¬ 
ces hitherto drawn by the staff will ho discontinued with effect from the 1st 
December 1919. The Director-General of Posts »nd Telegraphs has been 
authorised to sanction the grant of a personal allowance to any person who may 
he adversely affected by the revision, so as to protect him from actual loss of 
emoluments. It ha> also been decided that no recoveries should be mado of 
amounts overdrawn in respect of the period from the 1st December 1919 to the 
30tlt June 1920 on account of pay and allownneeB in excess of the amounts 
admissible under the scales now sanctioned. 

7. Cost of revision .—The total cost of the above revision is est imated as 
approximately Rs. 27*42 lakhs a year. 

8. The Committee’s report will be published as soon as it is received in 
a complete form.

Whereas liy section 47 of tho Government of India Act, 1919, it is pro¬ 
vided that, the said Aot shall come into operation on such date or dates as the 
Governor General iu Council with the approval of thu Secretary of State in 
Council may appoint"; 

And whereas the said Act confers powers for the making of rules thereunder 
for the nomination and election of membors of the Legislative Assembly; and- 
for matters incidental and consequential thereto ; 

And whereas it is necessary for the purpose of bringing into operation the 
provisions of the said Act in respect of such Assembly on such date as may 
hereafter he appointed, to make such rules prior to the date on which these 
provisions will be brought into operat ion ; 

And whereas a draft of such rules was laid before both IIouscs of Parliament 
and was duly approved by them with certain modifications and additions; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the 
Interpretation Act, ISR9, read with the rule making powers under the said Aot,. 
the Governor-General in Council with the sanction of the Secretary of State in 
Council is pleased to make the said rules in the form so approved, the same 
being as follows 

1. (1) These rules may he called the Legislative Assembly Elootoral ltulcs. 

(i) They shall come iuto forco at once.

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Provided that, if the Ruler of a State in India or an.v subject of such a Slate 
is not disqualified for nomination to the Legislative Council of a province, such 
Ruler or subjeot shall not by reason of not being a British subject he disquali. 
fied for nomination to the Legislative Assembly to represent that province, and 
no subject of such a State shall for that reason be disqualified for nomination to 
represent the province of Delhi: 

Provided further that the disqualification mentioned in clause (d) may lie 
removed by an order of the Governor General iu Council in this behalf. 

(2) A person ugainst whom a conviction by a criminal court involving a 
sentence of transportation or inqurisonment for a period of ir-ore than six months 
is sntisisting shall, unless the offence of which lie was convicted 1ms been 
pardoned, not ho eligible for nomination lor five years from the date of the 
expiration of Ihc sentence. 

(3) If any person is convicted of an offence under Chapter IX-A of 
the Indisn Penal Code punishable with imprisonment for a term exceeding 
six months or it>, after an inquiry by Cninmhsiouevs appointed under any rules 
for the time being in force regarding elections to a legislative body constituted 
under the Act, reported as guilty of a corrupt practice as speeilipd in Part I, or 
in pamgrnph 1, 2 or 3 of Part II, of Schedule IV, such person shall not in* 
eligible for nomination for five years from the date of such couvictim or of the 
finding of the Commissioners, as Ihc case may be; and a person reported by any 
such Commissioners to be guilty of any oilier corrupt practice shall lie similarly 
disqualified for three years from such date. 

(•I) If any person lias been a candidate or an election agent at an election 
to any legislative body constituted nnder the Act and has failed to lodge any 
prescribed return of election expenses or lias lodged a return which is found, 
either by Commission) rs holding an inquiry into the election or by a Magistrate 
in a judicial proceeding, to lie false in any material particular, such person 
shall not ho eligible for nomination for five years from the date of the elec¬ 
tion : « 

Provided that any disqualification mentioned in sub-rule (3) or sub-rule 
(-t) of this rule may be removed by an order of the Governor General in 
Council in that, behalf.

(2) Official members shall hold office for the duration of the Legislative 
Assembly to which they are nominated or for such shorter period as the Gover¬

Obligation to take oath. 

22. Every person who is elected or nominated to be a member of the Legis- TiHnf «f 
* lalive Assembly shall before taking his seat make, at a meeting of the Legis- Mth * 

lative Assembly, an oath or affirmation of his allegiance to the Crown in the 
following form, namely,— 

I, A. B., having been a member of this Assembly do solemnly 

swear (or affirm) that I will be faithful and bear true allegiance to His Majesty 
the King, Emperor of India, His heirs and successors, and that I will faithfully 
discharge the duty upon which I am about to enter. 

Vacation qf seat. 

28. If any person having been elected or nominated subsequently be-**»*“* 
comes subject to any of the disabilities stated in clauses (a), (d), (e), (g) and^SSSmt 
(k) of sub-rule (1) or in sub-rules (2), (3) and (4) of rule5 or of rule 20, as^* toW

Whereat by section 47 of the Government of India Act, 1919, it it provided 
that the said Act shall come into operation on such date or dates as the 
Governor General in Council with the approval of the Seoretary of State in 
Council may appoint; 

And whereas the said Act confers powers for the making of rules thereunder 
for the nomination and election of members of the Legislative Council of the 
Governor of Madras and for matters incidental and consequential thereto; 

And whereas it is ncoessary for the purpose of bringing into operation the 
provisions of the said Act in respect of such Legislative Council on such dates 
as may hereafter be appointed to make such rales prior to the date on which 
these provisions will be brought into operation; 

And whereas a draft of such rules was laid before both Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment and was duly approved by them with certain modifications and additions; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the pr.wers conferred by seotion 37 of the 
Interpretation Act, I8b9, read with tlio rule-making powers under the said Act, 
the Governor General in Council with the sanction of the Secretary of State 
in Council is phased to make the said rules in the form so approved, the same 
being as follows:— 

1. (1) Them rules may be called the Madras Electoral Rules. u»t«a»iod 

(2) They shall come into force nt once. motT**" 1 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or MaMm. 
contest,— 

(a) “ the Act ” means the Government of India Act; 

(1) " Commissioners ” means Commissioners appointed for the purpose 

of holding an election inquiry under these rules; 

(c) “ corrupt practice ** means any act deemed to be a corrupt practice 
under toe provisions of Sobedule IV ; 

(cl) '« election agent ” means the person appointed under these rules by 
a candidate ae his agent for an election; 

(e) " Gasette “ means the Fwt St. George Gazette ; and 
(/) “ Schedule ” means a Schedule to these rules. 

PART I. 

Composition op Council and Constitubnoiks. 

8. The Legislative Council of the Governor of Madras shall consist of— - 

(11 the members of the Executive Council ex-offleio ; UwcCmH. 

(2) ninety-eight elected members; and 

(3) auoh number of members nominated by the Governor as, with the 

addition of the members of the Executive Council shall amount 
to twenty-nine; of the members so nominated— 

(a) not more than nineteen may lie officials, and 
(i) six shall be persons nominated as follows, namely 

(*) five to . represent the following communities, namely, the 
Paraiyans; Fallons, Valluvana, Mala*, Madigas* Obakkuiyans, 

Tottijans, Cherumans and Holeyas, and 
(ii) one to represent the inhabitants of backward bracts, 
for the putposo of selecting persons to he nominated under snb-clause (b) 
of olanee (8) of this rule the Governor may at his discretion make regulations 
providing for their etleotion by the communities concerned.

(2) A person against whom a conviction by a criminal court involving a 
sentence of transportation or imprisonment for a period of more than six months 
iR subsisting shall, unless the offence of which he was convicted has been 
pardoned, not be eligible for election for five years from the date of the 
expiration of the sentence. 

(3) If any person is convicted of an offence under Chapter IX*A of the 
Indian Penal Code punishable with. imprisonment for a term oxoeeding six 
months or is, after an inquiry by Commissioners appointed under any rules for 
the time being in force regarding elections to a legislative body constituted 
under the Act, reported as guilty of a corrupt practice as specifiod in Part I, or 
in paragraph 1, 2 or 3 of Part II, of Schedule IV, such person shall not be eligi¬ 
ble for election for five years from the date of such conviction or of the 
finding of the Commissioners, as the case may bo ; and a person reported by 
any such Commissioners to lie guilty of any other corrupt practice shall be 
similarly disqualified for three years from such date. 

(4) If any person has been a candidate or an electiou agent at an election 
to any legislative body constituted under the Act and has failed to lodge any 
prescribed return of election expenses or has lodged a return which is found, 
either by Commissioners holding au inquiry into the election or by a Magis¬ 
trate in a judicial proceeding, to he false in any material particular, such person 
shall not be eligible for election for five years from the date of sueh election : 

Provided that any disqualification mentioned in sub-rule (8) nr sub-role (4) 
of this rule may be removed by an order of the local Government' .in that be¬ 
half.

PART VI.

Whms by section 47 of the Government of India Act, 1010, it is 
provided that the said Act shall come into operation on suoh date or dates as the 
Governor General in Council, with the approval of the Secretary of State in 
Council may ap'point; 

And whereas the said Act confers powers for the making of rules there'- 
under for the nomination and election of members of the Legislative Co uncil 
of the Governor of Bombay ; and for matters incidental and consequential 
thereto; 

And whereas it is necessary for the purpose of bringing into operation the 
provisions of the said Act in respect of such Legislative Counoil on suoh dates 
as may hereafter be appointed, to make snob rules prior to the date on which 
these provisions will bo brought into opcr.-tion; 

And whereas a draft of such rules was laid before both Honses of Parliament 
and was duly approved by them with certni t modifications and additions; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the 
Interpretation Act, 1889, read wi'h the rule-making powers under the said 
Act, the Governor General in Council with the sanction of the Secretary of State 
in Counoil, is pleased to make the said rules in the form so approved, the same 
being as follows:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Bombay Electoral Buies. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context,— 

fa) “ the Act *’ means the Government of India Act; 

(A) " Commissioners " means Commissioners appointed for the purpose 
of holding an election inquiry under these rules; 

(o) “ corrupt practice ” means any act deemed to be a corrupt practice 
under the provisions of Schedule IV; 

(d) "election agent'* means the person appointed under these rules 

by a candidate as his agent for an election; 

(e) "Gazette’* moans the Bombay Government Gazette or the Shut 

Official Gazette, or both, as the caso may require ; 

(/) “ Mahratta ’* means a person belonging to any of the following 
castes, namely, the Mahratta, Kunbi, Mali, Koli, Bhandari. 
Sliimpi, Lobar, Kumbhar, Dhangar, Blioi, Bari, Lonari, Bbavin 
and lleoli, or Shinde castes, or to any caste which the local Gov¬ 
ernment may, by notification in the Gazette, declare to be a 
Mahratta caste; and 

(g) “ Schedule " means a Schedule to these rules.

\Y herons by section 47 of the Government of India Act, 1019, it is pro¬ 
vided that the sr<id Aot shall onme into operation cn such date or dates as the 
Governor General in Council with the approval of the Secretary of State in 
Council may appoint; 

And whereas the said Act confers powers fur the making of rules thereunder 
for the nomination aud election of members of the Legislative Council of the 
Governor of Bengal; and formatters incidental and consequential thereto; 

And whereas it is necessary for the purpose of bringing into operation tho 
provisions of the said Act in respect of such Legislative Council on such dates 
as may hereafter be appointed, to mako such rules prior to the date on which 
these provisions will be brought into operation ; 

And wherras a draft of such rules was laid before both I louses of Parliament 
and was duly approved by them with certain modi(1 cations and additions; 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred b.v section 87 of the 
Interpretation Act, 1889, rend with the rule-making powers under the said Act, 
tho Governor General in Council with the sand ion of the Secretary of State in

• Whereas by section 47 61 the Government of Tndia Act, 1019, it is provided 
that the said Act shall come into operation on such date or dates as the Governor 
General in Council with the approval of the Secretary of State in Council may 
appoint; 

And whereas the said Act confers powers for the making of rules there* 
under for the nomination and eleoticn of members of the Legislative Council 
of the Governor of the United Provinces; and far matters incidental and 
consequential thereto; 

And whereas it is necessary for the purpose of bringing into operation the 
provisions of the said Act in respeet of sueh Legislative Council on such dates 
as may hereafter bn appointed to make such rules prior to tbo date on whioh 
these provisions will be brought into operation ; 

And whereas a draft of such ruins was laid before both Houses of Parlin* 
mentand was duly approved by them with certain modifications and additions; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the 
Interpretation Act, 18fc9, read with the rule-making powers under the said Act, 
the Governor General in Council with the sanction of the Secretary of State in 
Council is pleased to make the said rules iu the form so approved, the same 
being as follows:—

Whereas by section 47 of the Government of In-lia Act, 1910, it is pro¬ 
vided that the said Act shall come into operation on such date or dates as the 
Governor General in Council with the approval of the Secretary of State in 
Council may appoint; 

And whereas the anid Act confers powers for the making of i nlcs thereunder 
fortha nomination and election of members of the Legislative Counoil of the 
Governor of the Punjab ; and for matters incidental .uid consequential thereto; 

And whereas it is necessary for the purpose of bringing into operation the 
provisions of the said Act in respect of suoli Legislative Council on such dates as 
may hereafter be appointed, to make such rules prior to the date on which • 
these provisions will be brought into operation ; 

And ' whereas a draft of such rules was laid before both Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment and was duly approved by them with certain mojifiontions and additions ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 87 of the 
Interpretation Act, 1S&9, read with the rule making powers unfit r the said 
Aot, the Governor General in Council with the sanction of the Secretary of 
State in Conneil is pleased to make the said rules in the form so approve l.tho

Noth.— (1.) All expenses incurred in connection with the candidature 

whether paid by the candidate, liis election agent, or any other 
person, or remaining unpaid on tho date of tho return arc to be 
set out. 

(2) For nil items of Ks. 5 and over, unless from the nature of the 
case (e.g., travel by rail or postage) a receipt is not obtainable, 
vouchers are to be attached.

SCHEDULE IV.

The following shall be deemed to he corrupt practices for the purposes 
of these rules:—

1. A gift, offer or promise by a candidato or his agent, or by any other 
person with the connivance of a candidate or his agent-, of any gratifications to 
any person whomsoever, with tho object, directly or indircotly, of inducing— 

(a) a person to stand or not to stand as, or to withdraw from being, A 

candidate, or 

(b) an eleotor to vote or refrain from voting at an election, 
or as a reward to— 

(a) a person for having so stood or not stood or for having with* 
drawn his candidature, or 
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(fi) an elector for haring voted or refrained from voting. 

Explanation .—For the purposes of this clause tho. term " gratification ” 
la not restricted to pecuniary gratifications or gratifications estimable in 
money, and includes all forms of entertainment and all forms of employment 
for reward; but it does not include the payment of any expenses bona fide 
incurred at or for the purposes of any election and duly entered in the return 
of election expenses prescribed by these rules. 

2. (1) Any direct or indirect interference or attempt to interfere on the. Undue 
part of a candidate or bis agent, or of any other person with the connivance of n,tluo “ ee - 
a candidate or his agent, by any of the means hereafter specified, with the right 

of any person to stand or not to stand or to withdraw from standing as a candi¬ 
date, or with the free exercise of the # franchise of an elector. 

(2) The means above alluded to are— 

(a) any violence, injury, restraint, or fraud and any threat thereof; 

(h) any threat to a person or inducement to a person to believe that 
£ he or any person in whom lie is interested will beoorae or bo 

rendered an object of divine displeasure or spiritual censure; 
but do not include any declaration of public policy or promise of public 
aotion. 

3. Tho procuring or abetting or attempting to procure by a candidate p^natfoo. 
or his agent, or by any other person with the connivance of a caudidate or 

his agent, the application by a person for a voting paper in the name of 
any other person, whether living or dead, or in a fictitious name, or by a 
person who lias voted ouce at an election for a voting paper in his own name 
at the same election.

is reasonably calculated to prejudice such candidate’s election. 

5. The incurring or authorising by a candidate or his agent of oxponditure Authmintioa 
or the employment of any person by a candidate or his agent in contravention 

of the provisions of any notification of the Governor General in Council 
issued under rule 18 of these rules.

Whereas by section ii of the Government of India Act, 1919, it is 
provided that the said Act shall come into operation on such date or dates as 
the Governor General in Council with the approval of the Secretary of State in 
Council may appoint; 

And whereas the said Act confers powers for the making of rules there¬ 
under for the nomination and election of members of the Legislative Council 
of the Governor of the Central Provinces; and for matters incidental and 
consequential thereto; 

And whereas it is necessary for the purpose of bringing into operation the 
provisions of the said Act in respect of such Legislative Council on snub date 
as may hereafter be appointed to make such rules prior to the date on which 
these provisions will be brought into operation; 

And whereas a draft of such rales was laid before both Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment and was duly approved by them with certain modifications and additions; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section S7 of the 
Interpretation Act, 18«9, read with the rale*making powers under the said Act, 
the Governor General in Council with the sanction of the Secretary of State 
.in Council, is pleased to make tho said rules in the form so approved, the sarno 
being as follows:— 

1. (1) These rules may he called the Ccntial Provincut Electoral Rules. ->ku -tun 
(2) They shall come into force at ouen. 

2. In these rules, unless there is anything rcpuguanl in the subject or DrRnOin*. 
context,— 

(а) "tho Act ” means the Government of India Act; 

(б) “ Commissioners '* means Commissioners appointed for the purpose

Provided that, until the reconstitution of the Council next following the 
date on which a university is established at Nagpur, the number of elected 
members shall bo thirty-six and the number of persons nominated by the 
Governor shall be thirty-two, of whom one shall be nominated to represent 
university education in the Central Provinces.

expiration of the sentence. 

(3) If any person is convicted of an offenco under Chapter IX-A of the 
Indian Penal Code punishable with imprisonment for a term exceeding six 
months or is, after an inquiry by Commissioners appointed under any rnles 
for the time being in force regarding elections to a legislative body constituted 
under the Act, reported as guilty of a corrupt practice as specified in Part I, or 
in paragraph l, 2 or 3 of Part II of Schedule IV, such person shall not be 
eligible for election for five years from the date of such conviction or of the 
finding of the Commissioners, as the case may be; and a person reported by 
any such Commissioners to bo guilty of any other corrupt practice shall be 
similarly disqualified for three years from suoh date. 

(4) If any person lias been a candidate or an election agent at an election 
to any legislative body constituted under the Act and has failed to lodge any 
proscribed return of election expenses or has . lodged a return which ia found, 
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either by Commissioners bolding an inquiry into the election or 1>y a Magistrate 
in a judicial proceeding, to be false in any material particular, such person sbatl 
not be eligible for election for five years from the date of suob election: 

Provided that any disqualification mentioned in sub-rule (3) or sub-rule

Provided that the local Government may direct that, subject to such 
conditions as it may prescribe, a Ruler of any State in India or the Rulers of 
any such States or a subject of any such State or any class of such subjects 
shall not be disqualified for registration l>y reason only of not being a British 
subject or British subjects : 

Provided further that, if a resolution is passed by the Council after not 
less than one month’s notice has been given of an intention to move such a 
resolution, recommending that the sex di>qnaliAcution for registration should 
be removed either in respect of women generally or any class of women, tho 
local Government shall make regulations providing that women or a class of 
women, as the case may be, shall not bo disqualified for registration by 
reason only of their sex : 

Provided further that no per,on shall be entitled to have his name 
registered on the electoral roll of more than one general constituency. ■ 

(2) If any person is convicted of an olTence under Chapter IX-A of the 
Indian Penal Codo punishable with imprisonment for a term exceeding six 
months or is, after an inquiry by Commissioners appointed under any 
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rales for tlie time being in force regarding elections to. a legislative body 
constituted under the Act, reported .os guilty of n corrupt practice as specified 
in Fart I, or in paragraph 1, 2 or 3 of Fart II, of Schedule JY, his name, 
if on the electoral roll, shall be removed therefrom and shall not bo registered 
thereon for a period of five years from the date of the conviction 
or the report, as the oase may bn, or, if not on the electoral roll, shall not be so 
registered fora like period ; and if any person is reported by any stoh Com* 
missionem aa guilty of any other corrupt practice his name, if on tho electoral 
roll, shell be removed therefrom and shall not be registered t iereoa for -a 
period of three years from the date of the report or, if not on ths electoral 
roll, shall not be so registered for a like period: 

Provided that the local Government may direct that tho name of any 
person to whom this sub-rule applies shall be registered on tho electoral roll.

9. (1) An electoral roll shall l.e prepared for every constituency, on 
which shall he entoted the names of all persons appearing to he entitled to 
be registered aa electors for tlint constituency. It shall bn published in the 
constituency together with a notice specifying the mode in which and 
the time within which any person whoso name is not entcra 1 in the roll 
and who clains to have it inserted therein, or any persm whose name 
is on the roll and who objcctN to tiie inclusion of his own name or of the 
name of any other person on the roll, may prefer a claim or objection to the 
Bevisiog Authority.

(6) the manner in whioh notices of olaims or objections shall bo published} 

(7) the plaoe, date, and time at which and the manner in which claims or 

objections shall be heard; 

and may make such regulations to provide for other matters inoidental or 
anoillnry to the preparation end revision of the roll as it may consider' 
desirable. Such regulations may he made as to rolls generally or any elate 
of rolls or any particular roll. 

(3) The orders made by the Revising Authority shall be filial, and the 
electoral toll shall be amended in accordance therewith and shall, aa so 
n inonded, be republished in such mann^ as the local Government may 
prescribe. 
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(4) The electoral roll ahall eome into force from the date of soch 
repuhlication, and shall continue in force for a period of three years or for 
*uch leas period as the local Government may by regulation prescribe, and 
after the expiration of snob period a fresh roll shall be prepared in accordance 
with these rules.

(6) Votes shall he counted by, or under the supervision of, the Return¬ 
ing Officer, and any candidate, or, in the al»sence of the candidate, a repre¬ 
sentative duly authoris* d by him in writing, shall have a right to be present at 
the time of counting. 

(7) When the counting of the votes has been completed, the Returning 
Officer shall forthwith declare the candidate or candidates, as the case may 

_ be, to whom the largest number of votes has been given to be elected. 

(8) When'an equality of votes is found to exist between any candidates 
and the addition of one vote will entitle any of the candidates to he declared 
elected, the determination of the person or persons to whom sneh one additional 
vote shall be deemod to have been given shall be made by lot to be drawn m 
tho presence of the Returning Officer and in such manner as he may deter¬ 
mine.

Whereas by section 47 of the Government of India Act, 1019, it is provided 
that the said Act shall come into operation on such date or dates as 1 he Governor 
General in Council with the approval of the Secretary of State in Council may 
appoint; 

And whereas the said Act confers powers for the making of rules thereunder 
for the nomination and election of membors of the Legislative Council of the 
Governor of Assam and for matters incidental and consequential thereto ; 

And whereas it is necessary for the purposes of bringing into operation the 
provisions of the said Act in respect of such Legislative Council on such date as 
may hereafter he appointed to make such rules prior to the date on which theso 
provisions will be brought into operation; 

And whereas a draft of suoh rules was laid beforo both Houses of Farliament 
and was duly approved by them with certain modifications and additions; 

Now, therefore, in exeroiso of tho {lowers conferred by section 37 of the 
Interpretation Act, 1889, read with the rule-making powers under tho said Act, 
the Governor General in Council with tlic Kind ion of the Sccrotnry of State in 
Council is pleaded to make the said rules in tho form so approved, tho same 
being an follows:-— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Assam Electoral Rules. stottm* 

(2) They shall come into force at once. »

(«) " the Act ” means tbc Government of India Act;

In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the Indian (Foreign Jurisdiction) Order

destination after they have fulfilled their purpose os samples. Exporters 
will be required to satisfy the Customs Authorities that the goods pre¬ 
sented for export under this licence are bn rt il-fide samples, and to make a 
declaration to that effect on the relative shipping documents. 

This notice only applies to samples of goods which require licences 
for export to the particular destination concerned. 

In addition, the consent of the Import and ^Export Licensing Section 
is not required for the sale of samples which, though within this scheme 
at the actual time they were exported, could be exported outside the 
scheme at the actual time of the proposed sale. 


OPEN GENERAL LICENCE FOR COAL EXPORTS. 

An Open General Licence hats been issued, with effect from Thursday, 1st Janaary, 1920, 
permitting the export or coal, coke and manufactured fuel to all (lestillations abrovl except 
Russia (other than Esthonia, Lettland and Lithuania), Germany, Hung.irv, Austria, Turkey 
and Bulgaria, subject always to the approval, previously obtained, of the Controller of Coal 
Mines or his duly uulhnritted representative, and subject lo shipment being made in a vessel 
approved by the Commissioners of Custom* ami Excise or their Odicers.

Shipments from nil p.>rts in the United 
Kingdom to the destinations excluded from the purview of iho general licence must still to 
covered by an export licence from the Coal Mines Department.

(«) that from G walas and other poorer elnssr*s, as may be decided by the Superintend¬ 
ent and Magistrate of Sehore, the tax shall he levied at 8 annas per year; and 
(A) that- the tax shall not ho leviable from any Indian officer, or Non-Commissioned 
Officer, or Sepoy or Sowar who may be stationed in Sehore on duty, or from any 
person not residing for more than 30 days in the year within the limits of the 
Sehore Cantonment. 

2. The tax shall lie payable by those liable, either in person or hy agent, at the Canton¬ 
ment Octroi Office on or before the 1st March in each year. In the case of default, such tax 
shall, upon information laid before the Superintendent and Magistrate of Sehore, he recover* 
able by summary proceedings as described in the Code of Criminal Procedure. 

3. On ]«wment of the lax, or otherwise in the rase 1 (0) a license shall lie obtained by the 
owner of the dog who shall bo required to see that it wears a collar or any other similar mstin- 
guishing mark. 

4. The Superintendent and Magistrate of Sehore, by any person authorised hy him in 
this behalf, may 

(a) arrange for the destruction, by such person and in such manner*as he may direct, 
of all dogs suffering from rabies or so diseased as to be dangerous, and 
(A) appoint, from time to time, hy public notice, certain periods within which any 
ownerless dogs or any dog without collars or any other marks distinguishing them 
as private property, found straying in the street s^nr beyond the enclosures of houses 
of the owners of such dogs, may U 1 destroyed, and destroy or cause them to be 
destroyed accordingly. 

5. Any person owning or having charge of a dog for which a license is required (with or 
without payment of a fee) who lias not obtained such license in the manner prescribed shall on 
summary conviction he punishable with a fine not exceeding Rs. 50. 

6 . Any person, being the owner of or in charge of a dog which is likely to annoy or intimi¬ 
date other person, who neglects to retain it, muzzle it or otherwise adequately control it ahall 
on summary conviction lie punishable with a tine which may extend to 20 rupees.

During the month of May, 1920, there were 90 companies registered with 
an aggregate authorised capital of about B17.00 lakhs, as against 48 companies 
with an aggregate capital of R5,93 lakhs in the corresponding month of the 
preceding year. Bengal accounted for 34 companies (115,59 lakhs) and 
Bombay 29 companies (R10,42 lakhs). The largest flotation in May was 
that of the Sugar Corporation of India, Ld. Bombay (115,00 lakhs) and the next 
that of Walibrd Transport Ld., Bengal (112,00 lakhs). There were seven 
other companies with an authorised capital of -R50 lakhs and over each— 
four in Bombay, two in Bongal, and one in. Burma. 

The returns for Baroda have been received for the first time and are 
included in these statements. '

Article 296. 

“ There shall be settled through the intervention of Clearing Offices In ho csL-bli*hcd by 
each of the High Contracting Parties within three months of tho notification referred to in 
paragraph (a) hereafter the following classes of f ocuniary obligations: 

1. Debts payable btfore the war and due by a national of one of the contract! t.* Powers, 
residing within its territory, to a national of an Opposing Power, residing within its territory.

4. Capital sums which have become payable* before and during the war to nationals of 
one of the Contracting Powers in respect of securities issued by one of the Opposing Powers, 
provided that the payment of such capital turns to national* of that Power or to neutrals has 
not been tospemlcd during the war. 

The proceeds of liquidation of enemy proj»erty. right?, and interests mentioned in 
Section IV and in the Annex there! > will he awnnted for through the Clearing Office-, in the 
cnrrei-oy and at the rate of exchange hereinafter provided in paragraph (</) and disposed of 
by them under the conditions provided by the said Scotian and Annex. 

The settlements provided for in this Artie 1 © shall he effected according to the following 
principles and in accordance with the Annex to this Section -

(#*) The provisions of this Article and of the Annex hereto shall not apply as between 
Germany on the one hand and any one of the Allied and Associated Powers, 
their colonies or protectorate?, or any one of the British Dominions or India on 
the other hand, unless within a period of one month from the deposit, of the 
ratification of the present Treaty by the power in question, or of the ratification 
on tchalf of stick Dominion or of India notice to that effect'is given to 
Germany by the Government of such Allied or Associated Power or of such 
Dominion or of India ns the ease may be. 

(/) The Allied and Associated Powers who have adopted this Article and the Annex 
hereto may agree between themselves to apply them to their respective nationals 
established in tlicir territory so far as regards matters between their nationals 
and German nationals. In this case the payments made by application of tins 
provision will he subject to arrangements between the allied and associated 
Clearing Offices concerned. 


ANNEX. 


1. Each of the High Contracting Parties will within three months from the notification 
provided for in Article 2116, paragraph (/*), establish a Clearing Office for the collection and* 
payment of enemy debts. 

Local Clearing Offices may be established for any particular portion of tho territories of 
the High Contracting Parties. Such local Clearing Offices may perform all tho functions of 
a central Clearing Office in their respective districts, except that all transactions with the 
Clearing Office in the Opposing State must he effected through the central Clearing Office. 

2. In this Annex the jeeuniary obligations referred to in the first paragraph of Article 
290aro described :is “enemy debts, " the parson* from whom the same arc due as “enemy 
debtors, ” the persons to whom they aro due as “ enemy creditors,” tho Clearing Office in the 
country of the creditor is called the “ Creditor Clearing Office, ” and the Clearing Office in the 
country of the debtor is called the “ Debtor Clearing Office. ” 

U. The High Contracting Parties will subject contraventions of paragraph (a) or Article 
200 to the same penalties as aro s&t present provided by their legislation for trading with the 
enemy. They will similarly prohibit within their territory all legal process relating to pay¬ 
ment i f enemy debts, except in accordance with the previsions of this iVnncx. 

4. The fio vein meat guarantee specified in paragraph (£) of Article 2fifi shall take effect 
whenever, for any reasrn. %/«cbt shall not be recoverable, except in a case where at the date of 
the outbreak of war the was barred l>v the laws of prescription in force in tlic country of 
the debtor or where the it it>tur was at that time in a stat** of bankruptcy or failure or had 
given formal indication of (insolvency, or where the debt was iloc by'a oxnpany whose business 
v *is been liquidated ondofe emergency legislation dm mg th«: war. In such case the procedure 
up*J tied by this Annex slatll apply to payment of the dividends. 

Ti*' terms “ bankruptcy ^ and €% failure ,J refer to the application of legislation providing 
for such juridical coumlion^ 1 Tlie e xpiession :t formal indication of insolvency " bears tin* 
same meaning as it has in Ea/dish law. 

Cnsdjtrrs shall give notice to the Creditor (Scaring Office within six months of its 
establishments of debts due tj them, ami shall furnish the Clearing Office with any documents 
and informatics^ required 4 if tl cm. 

The High Contracting will take all suitable measures to trace and punish collusion 

between enemy erctbtonl and tutors. The clearing offices wil) co.r-mum cate to one another 
any evidence am) inftrmaiiA which might help the discoveiy and punishment of such 
collusion. I 

Tlie High Contracting Pieties will facilitate as much as possible postal and telegraphic 
communication at the cxpciiao VC tho parties ennoerned and through the intervention of the 
Clearing Offices I etween debtors ami creditors desirous of coming to an agreement as to tho 
amount of their debt. 

The Creditor Clearing Office will notifiy the Debtor Clearing Office of all debts declared 
to it. The Debtor Clearing Office will, in due courso, inform the Creditor Clearing Office 
which debts are admitted and which debts are contested. In the latter case, the Debtor 
Clearing Office will give the grounds for the non-admission of debt. 

5. When a debt has boon admitted, in whole or in part, the Debtor Clearing Office will 
at once endit th*» Creditor Clearing Office with tlie amount admitted, and at tho some time* 
notify it of such credit. 

7. The debt shall be deemed to be admitted in fall and shall be credited forthwith to 
the Creditor Clearing Office unless within three months from tho receipt of the notification 
or such longer time as may b^ agreed to by the Creditor Clearing Office notice has been given 
by the Debtor Clearing Office that it is not admitted. 
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8 . When the whole or parts of a debt it not admitted the two Clearing Offices will examine 
into the matter jointly and will endeavour to bring the parties to an agreement. 

0 . The Creditor Clearing Office will pay to the individual creditor the cum* credited to 
R out of the funds placed at its disposal by the Government of its country and in accordance 
with the conditions fixed by the said Government, retaining any sums considered necessary to 
cover risks, expenses or commissions. 

10. Any person having claimed payment of an enemy debt which is not admitted in 
whole or in part shall pay to the Clearing Office, by way of tine, interest at 5 per cent, on the 
part not admitted. Any person having unduly refused to admit the whole or part of a debt 
claimed from him shall pay, by way of fine, interest at 5 per cent, on the amount with regard 
to which his refusal shall be disallowed. 

Such interest shall run from the date of expiration of the period provided for in paragraph 
7 until the date on which the claim shall have been disallowed or the debt paid. 

Each Clearing Office shall in so far ns it is concerned, lake steps to collect the fines, above 
provided for and will be responsible if such fines cannot be collected. 

The fines will be credited to the other Clearing Office, which shall retain them as a 
contribution towards the cost of carrying out the present provisions. 

11. The balance between I he Clearing Offices shall he struck monthly and the credit 
balance paid in cash by the debtor State within a week. 

Nevertheless, any credit, balances which may or due by one or more of the Allied and . 
Associated Powers shall be retaiued until complete payment shall have been effected of the 
sums due to the Allied nr Associated Powers nr their nationals on account of the war- 


12. To facilitate discussion between the Clearing Offices each of them shall have a 
representative at the place where the other is established. 

lft. Except for special reasons all discussions in regard to claims will, m far as possible, 
take place at the Debtor Clearing Office. 

I I. In conformity with Article paragraph (6), the High Contracting Parties are 
responsible for the payment of the enemy debts owing by their nationals. 


The debtor Clearing Office will therefore or edit the Creditor Clearing Office with all deh^s 
admitted even in case of inability to collect them fioxn tin* individual debtor.

(it) Except in oasos where, by applioation of paragraph (f), restitutions in specie have 
been made, the net proceeds of sales of enemy property, rights or interests, 
wherever situated, carried out, either bv virtue of war legislation, or by appli¬ 
cation of this article, and in gencial all cash assets of enemies, shill b p dealt 
with as follows 

(1) As regards Powers adopting Section III and the Annex thereto, the said proceeds 
and cash assets shsdl be credited to the Power of whioh the owner is a national, 
through the Clearing Office established thereunder j any credit balance in 
favour of Germany molting therefrom shall be dealt with as provided in 
Article 243.

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(2) An regards Powers not adopting Seetion III nod the Annex thereto, the 
proceeds of the property, rights and interests, and the cash assets, of the 
nationals of Allied or As*ooiated Powers held by Germany shall be paid 
immediately to the person entitled thereto or to his Government; the 
proceeds of the property, rights and interests, and the cash assets, of German 
nationals received by an Allied or Associated Power shall be subject to 
disposal by suoh Power in accordance with its laws and regulations and 
may be applied in payment of the claims and debts defined by tbis article or 
paragraph 4 of the Annex licmbo. Any property, lights and interests 
or prnneeds thereof or cash asset r net usud as above provided may be retained 
by the said Allied or Associated Power and if retained the cash value thereof 
shall be dealt with as provided in Article 213. 

In the ease of liquidations effected in new States, whioh ar» signatories of the 
present Treaty as Allied and Associated Powers, or in States which are 
not entitled to share in the reparation payments to bn made by Germany 
the proceeds of liquidations oflEseted by such State shall be subject to the 
rights of the Reparation Commission under the present Treaty parti¬ 
cularly under Articles 235 and 260, be paid direct to the owner.. If on 
the application of that owner, the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal, provided for 
bj r Section VI of this part or an arbitrator appointed by that Tribunal, 
is satisfied that the conditions of tho sale or measures taken by the Govern¬ 
ment of the State in question outside its general legislation were unfairly 
prejudicial to the price obtained, they shall have discretion to award to the 
owner equitable (*om|>ensation to be paid by that State. 

(ij Germany undertakes to compensate her nationals in respect of the sale or retention 
of their property, rights or interests in Allied or Associated States. 

(i) The amount of all taxes and imposts upon capita] levied or to be levied by Germany 
on the property, rights and interests of the nationals of the Allied or Associated 
^Powers fr<>m November lltb, 1918 uutill three months from the coming into 
force of the present. Treaty, or, in the case of property, rights or interests which 
have been subjected to exceptional measures of war until restitution in accord¬ 
ance with the present Treaty, shall be restored to tho owners. 

Article 298. 


Germany undertakes, with regard to the property, rights, and interests, including 
companies and associations in which they were interested, restored to nationals of Allied and 
Associated Powers in uucwrdanoe with the jwovisions of Article 297, paragraph (®) or {f) : — 


(а) to restore and maintain, except as expressly provided in the present Treaty, tho 

property, rights and interests of the nationals of Allied or Associated Powers in 
tho legal position obtaining in respect of the property, rights and interests of 
German nationals under the laws in foree before the war ; 

(б) not to subject the property, rights or interests of. the nationals .of the Al.licd o* 

Associated Powers to any measures in derogation of property rights, which are 
not applied equally to the; property, rights and interests of German nationals, 
and to pay adequate compensation in the event of the application of those 


measures.

1 In accordance with thV.provisions or Article 297, paragraph (J), the validity of vesting 
orders and of orders for the Ending up of businesses or companies, and of any oilier orders, 
directions, decisions, or instructions of any Court or any Department of the Government of any 
of the High Contracting Parties made or given, or purporting to be made or given, m pursuance 
of war legislation with regard to enemy property, right*, and interests m TOufirmsd. The in¬ 
terests of all persons shall be regarded as having been effectively dealt with by any order, direc¬ 
tion, decision or instruction, dealing with property in which they may be intewfted, whetneror 
not suoh interests are specifically mentioned in the orders, direction, decision or instruction. 
No question Jm.11 be raised as to the regularity of a transfer of any property, rights or interests 
dealt with in punoanec of any such order, direction, decision, or instruction. Every notion 
taken with regard to any property, business, or company, whether m regards its investigation, 
seo uertrat ion , compulsory administration, use, requisition, supervision, or winding up, the 
teds or management of property, right., or interests, the collection or discharge of debts, 
the payment of coat, charge, or expenses, or any other matter whatsoever, in porananoe 
of orders, directi ons, decisions. or instructions of any Court or of any department of the Govern¬ 
ment of any of the High Contracting Parties, made or given, or purporting to be made 
or given, in pursuance of war legislation with regard to enemy prope fo, ife hta , or intororte, 
ia confirmed /Provided that the provisions ofthisnaragimph shall nottw held to 
titles to property heretofore.acquired in good faith and for value and in aooordanoe with tin 
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laws of the country in which the property is situated by nationals of the Allied and Associated 
Power*. 

The provisions of this paragraph do not apply, to such of the above-mentioned measures 
as have been taken by the German authorities in invaded or occupied territory, nor to 
such of the above-mentioned measures as have been taken by Germany or the German author¬ 
ities since November 11th, lftIS, all of which shall be void. 

2. No claim or action shall be made or brought against any Allied or Associated Power 
or against any person acting on behalf of or under the direction of any legal authority or 
Department of the Government of such a power by Germany or by any German national 
wherever resident in respect of any act or omission with regard to his property, rights, 
or interests during the war or in preparation for the war. Similarly, no claim or action shall 
be made or brought against any person in respect of any act or omission 'ind>»r nr in accord¬ 
ance with the exceptional war measures, laws or regulations of any Allied or Associated 
Power. 

3. In Article 297 and this Annex the expression “ exceptional war measure includes 
measures of all kinds, legislative, administrative, judicial, »»r others, that haw been taken or 
will be taken hereafter with regard to enemy properly, ami which have had or will have the 
effect of removing from the proprietors the power of disposition ver their property, though 
without affecting the ownership such a$ measures of supervision, of compulsory administration, 
and of sequestration : or measures which have had or will have as an object the Beisurc of, the 
nse of, nr the interference with enemy assets for whatsoever motive, under whatsoever form, or 
in whatsoever place. Acts in theexeoutiou of these measured include all detentions, instructions, 
orders, or decrees of Government departments or Courts applying these measures to enemy 
property, as well as acts performed by any person connected with the administration or the 
supervision of enemy property, such as the payment of debts, the collecting of credits, the pay¬ 
ment ot any oostB, charges, or expenses or the collecting of fees. 

Measures of transfer are those which have affected or will affect the ownership of enemy 
property by transferring it in whole ur in part to a person oiler than the euomv owner, and 
without his consent, such sk measures directing saK liquidation, or devolution of ownership in 
enemy property, or the cancelling of titles or securities. 

4. All property, rights, and interests of German nationals within the territory of any 
Allied or Associated Power and the net proceeds of their sale, liquidation or other dealing 
therewith may be charged by that Allied or associated Power in the first place with payment 
of amountn due in respect of claims by the nationals of that Allied « r Ass dated Power with 
regard to their property, rights, and interests, including companies and associations .in which 
they are interested, in IS eriran territory, or debts owing to them by German nationals and with 
payment of claims growing out of acts committed by the German Government or by any 
German authorities since July 31, 1914, and before that Allied or Associated Power entered into 
the war. The amount of such claims may be assessed by an arbitrator appointed by 
Mr. Gustave Ador, if he is willing, or if no such appointment is made bv him, by an arbitrator 
appointed by the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal provided for in section VI. They may bo charged in 
the second place with payment of the amounts duo in respect of claims by the nationals ot* 
such Allied or Associated Power with regard to their property, rights, ..nd interests in the 
territory of other enemy Powers, in so far as those claims arc otherwise unsatisfied. 

5. Notwithstanding the provisions of article 297, where immediately before the. outbreak 
of war a company incorporated in an Allied or Associated State had rightB in common with a 
company controlled by it and incorporated in Germany to the use of trade-marks in third coun¬ 
tries, or enjoyed the use in common with such company of unique means of reproduction of 
goods or articles for sale in third countries, the former company shall alcne have the right 
to use these trade-marks in third countries to the exclusion of »bo German company, and these 
unique means of reproduction shall b<* handed over to the former company, notwithstanding 
any notion nnder German war legislation with ieg&rd to the latter company or ite business, 
industrial property or shares Nevertheless, the former company it* requested, shall deliver 
to the latter company derivative copies permitting the continuation <»f reproduction of articles 
for use within German territory. 

0. Up to the time when restitution is carried out in accordance with article 297, (iermwy 
is responsible for the conservation uf property, rights, and interests of the nationals of Allied 
or Associated Powers, including companies and associations in which they are interested, that 
have been subjected by her to exceptional war meaaurea. 

7. Within one year from the coming into fome of the present Treaty, the Allied or Associ¬ 
ated Powers will specify the property, rights, and interests orer which they intend to exercise 
the right provided in Article 297, paragraph (/). 

8 . The restitution provided in A rtiele 297 will be carried out by order of the German 
Government or of the authorities which have been substituted for it. Detailed aooonnts of 
the action of administrator shall be furnished to the interested persons by tho German 
a u t h orit ies upon request, which may be made at any time after tho coming into force of the 
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9. Until completion of the liquidation provided for by Article 297, paragraph (d),_ the 
property, rights, and interests of German nationals will continue to be subject to exceptional 
war measures that have been or will be taken with regard to them. 

10 . Germany will, within six months* from the coming into foroe of the present Treaty, 
deliver to each Allied or Associated Power all securities, certificates, deeds, or other documents 
of title held by its nationals and relating to property, rights, or interests situated in the 
territory of that Allied or Associated Power, including any shares, stock, debentures, debenture 
stock, or other obligations of any company incorporated in accordance with the laws of that 
Power. 

Germany will at any tlmo on demand of any Allied or Associated Power furnish such 
information as may be required with regard to the property, rights, and interest! of German 
nationals within the territory of such Allied or Associated Power or with regard to any transac¬ 
tion concerning such projierty, rights, or interests effected since July 1st, 1914. 

11. The expression “ cash assets n includes all deposits or funds established before or after 
the declaration of war, us well as all assets coining from deposits, revenues, or proGts collected 
by administrators, sequestrators, or others from funds placed on deposit or otherwise, but does 
not include sums belonging to the Allied or Associated Powers or to their component States, 
Provinces, or Municipalities. 

IS. All investments wheresoever effected with the cash assets of nationals of the High 
Contracting Parties, including companies and associations in which such nationals were ini cr¬ 
ested, by persons responsible for the administration of enemy properties or having control 
over giich administration, or by order of such persons or of any authority whatsoever, 
shall be annulled. These cash assets shall be accounted for irrespective or any such 
investment. 

13. Within one month from the coming into force of the present Treaty, or on demand 
at any lime, Germany will deliver to the Allied and Associated Powers all accounts, vouchers, 
records, documents, anil information of any kind which may bo within Germfcn territory, 
and which concern the property, rights, and interests of the nationals of those Powers, including 
companies and associations in which they are. interested, that have lieeu subjected to an excep¬ 
tional war measure, or to a measure of transfer either in (rerman territory or in territory 
occupied by Germany or her allies. 

The controllers, supervisors, managers, administrators, sequestrators, liquidators, and 
receivers shall be personally responsible under guarantee of the Cleruiau Government fur the 
immediate delivery in full uf these accounts and documents and for their accuracy. 

14. The provisions of Article 297 and this Annex relating to property, rights and interests 
in an enemy country, and the proceeds of the liquidation thereof, apply to debts, credits, and 
accounts. Section 111, regulating only the method of payment. 

_ In the settlement of matters provided for in Article 297 between Germany and the 
Allied or Associated States, their colonics or protectorates, or any one of the British Dominions 
or India, in respect of any of which a declaration shall not have been made that they adopt 
Section JII, and between their respective nationals, the provisions of Section ITI, respecting 
the currency in which payment is to be made and the rate of exchange and of interest shall 
apply unless the Government of the Allied or Associated Power concerned shall within six 
months of the coming into force of the present Trusty notify Germany that the said provisions 
are not to be applied. 

15. The provisions of Article £97 and this Annex apply to industrial, literary and artistic 
property which lists been or will be doali. with in tin- liquidation of property, rights, interests, 
companies or businesses under war legislation by the Allied or Associated Powers, or in accord¬ 
ance with the stipulations of Article 297, paragraph (&). 


SECTION V.—CONTRACTS, PKKSCltlPTIONR, JUDGMENTS. 

Articj.k 299. 

(a) Any contract concluded between enemies shall be regarded as having been dissolved 
as from the time when any two of the parties became enemies, except in respect of any debt 
or other pecuniary obligation arising out of any act done or money paid thereunder, and sub* 
ject to the except ious and special rules with regard to particular contracts or classes of contracts 
contained herein or in the Annex hereto. 

(A) Any contract of which the execution shall be required in tbe general interest, within 
six months from the date of the coming into force of the present Treaty, by the Allied or 
Associated Governments of which one of the parties is a national, shall be excepted from 
dissolution under this Article. 

When the execution of the contract thus kept alive would, owing to the alteration 
of trade conditions cause one df the parties substantial prejudiced the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal 
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provided for bp Section VI, shall be empowered to grant to tbe prejudiced party equitable 
compensation, 

(c) Haiing> regard to the provisions of the Constitution and law of the United $*ates of 
America, of Brasil and of Japan, neither the present Arliclo nor Article SOU, nor the Am.ex 
hereto shall apply to contracts male between nationals of these 8:ate* and German nationals; 
nor shall Article 305 apply to tho United States of America or its national*. 

(d) Tbe present Article and the Annex hereto shall not apply to contracts tho pirties to 
which became enemies by reason of one of them being an inhabitant of ter:itory of which the 
sovereignty has been transferred, if such party shall acquire under the present Treaty tho 
nationality of an Allied or Associated Power, nor shall they apply to contracts between 
nation »J« of tho Allied and Associated Powers between whom trading has been prohibited by 
reason of one ot the parties being in Alliod or Associated territory in the occupation of llie 
enemy. 

(er) Nothing in the present Article or the Annex hereto shall be deemed to invalidate 
a transaction lawfully carried <*ut in accordance with a contract between enemies if it has 
boon oarried out with the authority of one of the belligerent Powers. 

Article 300. 

(a) All periods of prescription or limitation of right of action, whether they beg'&o to run 
before or after the outbreak of war, shall be treated in the territory of tbe High Confraciing 
Parties, so far as regards relations between enemies as having b-;cn suspended for the duration 
of the war. They shall begin to run again at earliest three months after the enmiug into 
force of the present Tieaty. This provision shall apply to the period prescribed for the 
presentation of interest or dividend coupons or for tho presentation fur repayment of securi¬ 
ties drawn for repayment or repayable on any other ground. 

(//) 'Where, on account of failure to perform any act or comply with anv formality 
during iho war, measures of execution have been taken in German territory to the prejudice 
of a nfttioiml oi an Allied ;-r Associated Power,the claim of such national shall, if the matter 
docs not full within llm cmiputcm-c of the courts of nu All ed or Associated Power, be heard 
by tho Mixed Arbitral Tribunal provided for by Section VI. 

(<*) Upon tbe application of any interested person who is a national of an Allied or 
Associated Power the Mixid Arbitral Tribunal shall order the restoration of tli» rights which 
have b un prejudiced by tho measures of execution referred to in paragraph (&), wherever, 
having regard to the particular circumstances of the c.ibo, stub restoration is equitable and 
possible. 

If such restoration is inequitable or impossible the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal may grant 
compensation to the prejudiced party to be paid by the Gorman Government. 

(d) Wh»re a contract between enemies has been dissolved by reasou cither of failure on 
tlio part of either parly to carry out its provisions or of the exercise of a right stipulated in tho 
contract itself the parly prejudiced may apply to the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal for relief. The 
Tribnnal will have the powers, provided for in paragraph (c). 

(if) The provisions of the prooeding paragraphs of this Article shall apply to tho nationals 
<>f Allied and Associated Powers who have been prejudiced by reason of measures referred to 
above taken by Germany in invaded or occupied territory, if they have not been otherwise 
compensated. 

(f) Germany shall compensate any third party who may be prejudiced by any restitution 
or restoration ordered by the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal under the provisions of the preceding 
paragraphs of this Article. \ 

(y> As regards negotiable instruments, the period of three months provided under 
paragraph (a) shall coinmencu as from the date on which any exceptional regulations applied 
in the territories of the interested Power with regard to negotiable instruments shall have 
definitely ceased to have force 


Autiolk 301. 

As between enemies no negotiable instrument made before the war shall be deemed to* 
have become invalid by reuson only of failure within the required time to present the instru¬ 
ment for acceptance or payment or to give notice of non-acceptance or non-payment to 
drawers or indorsers or to protest the instrument, nor by reason of failure to complete any 
formality during the war. 

Where the period within which a negotiable instrument should have been presented for 
acceptance or for payment, or within winch notice of non-ncoeptance or non-payment should 
have been given to the drawer or indorser, or within which the instrument should have been

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protested, has elapsed during the war, anrl the party who should have presented or protested 
the instrument or have given notice of non-acceptance or non-payment has failed to do so 
durirg tho war, a period of not less than throe months from the coming into force of the 
ptC'Cut Treaty shall be allowed within which presentation, notice of non-acceptance or non¬ 
payment or protect may l»c made. 


Article 30*2. 

Judgments given by the* Courts or an Allied or Asanci.it-.’d P.iw-r in all cases which 
under the present Treaty, they are competent to decide, shall he recognised in Germany as 
final, and tdiall be enforced without it lx*ing necessary to have them declared executory. 

If a judgment in respect of any dispute which may have arisen hns been given daring 
the war by a Gorman C»«urt against a national of au Allied or As-o>-iated State in a ca*e in 
which he whs not able to make his defenoc, the Allied and Associated natonal who has suffered 
prejudice 1 thereby shall be entitled to recover compensation, to be fixed by tho Mixed Arbitral 
Tribunal provided for in Section VI. 

At the instance of the national of the Allied or Associated Power tho compensation above 
mentioned may, upon order to that effect of the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal, be effected where 
it is possible by replacing the parties in the situation which they occupied before the judg¬ 
ment was given by the German Court. 

The above compensation may likewise bo obtained before the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal 
by the nationals of Allied or Associated Powers who have suffered prejudice by judicial 
measures taken iu invaded or occupied territories, if they have not been otherwise com¬ 
pensated. 


ARTICLE 30ft. 

Pur the purpose of Sections III, IV, V and VII, the expression " during the war ” 
m.-uns f jr inch Allied or Associated Power the period between tho commencement of the state 
of war between that Power and Germany and the coming into force of the present 
Treaty.

[e) Contracts between individuals or comr>&nit»s and Staton, provinces, municipalities 
or oilier simitar juridical persons charge! with ad ini nisi ratine functions and 
c-uiK-jBsion-* granted by States, province**, municipalities, or other similar juridical 
persons charged with administrative functions.

5. Th« sale of a scourity held for an unpiid dent owinr by at enemy shall bed»»emel 
to have been valid irrespective of notice to the owner if the creditor acted in g-ioi faith and 
with rea^onaMo cum and prudjnee, and no oldim by tha ■ieb , ..#r on the gr.mui of auuli sale 
•hall he admitted. 

This stipulation shall not apply to any sale of securities effected by an enemy during the 
cc.upation in regions invadulir occupied by the enemy.

pcrlorm his obligations under the contract, but they ehull be dissolve 1 at. the date when the 
annual pceminm becomes p ^ahle for the first time after the expiration of a period of three 
month* after the coming into force of the present Treaty. 

A settlement shall lie effected of unpaid premiums which became due dining the war, or 
of claims fur losses which occurred daring the war. 

10. Where hy administrative or legislative notion an insurance against fire effected he Tor 0 
the war has lawn transferred during the war from tlie original to another insurer, the transfc r 
will be recognised and the liability of the original insurer will bo deemed to have ceased u* 
fn»m the date of the trausfer. The original insurer will, however, be entitled to receive on 
demand full information as to the terms of the transfer, and if it should appear Ihit these 
terms were not equitable they shall be amended su far as may be necessary to render them 
equitable. 

Furthermore, the injured shall, subject to the concurrence of the original insurer, 
be entitled to re-transfer the coutr&ct to the oiigiual insurer as from tho date of tho 
demand. 
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Life Insurance, 

11. Contract.* of life snrancc entered into between an in*nror and a person who luhte- 
quently became an enemy elinll not be deemed to have been dissolved by the outbreak of war, 
or by the fact of the pci eon becoming au enemy. 

Any Riim which during the war became due upon a contract deemed not to have-been 
dissolved under the preceding provision *h.i\\ lie recoverable after the war with the addition 
of interewt at- live per cent, per annum fr*»m the daic of ite becoming due up to the day uf 
payment. 

Whore the contract ha-* l:ip v «-fl ilurlng th^ wir owing to non-payment of premiums, or 
has become void frmu breach of the condition* of 1 he contract* the fissured or his representa¬ 
tive* nr the persona entitled *1i:ill have the right at any time within 12 months of tlio coming 
into force of the present Treaty to claim from the insurer the surrender value of the policy at 
the date of its Upsu or avoidance. 

Where the contract has lapsed during the war owing to non-payment of premiums, the 
payment of which ha* been prevented hv the enfnrceme t of measu m of war, the assured or 
hi* represent it ivc* or the persons untitled shall have the right to restore the contract on pay* 
liient of the premiums with interest at five per cent, per annum within three mouths from the 
coming into force of the present Treaty. 

12. Any Allied or Ass Hated Power may within three months of the coming into force 
of the present Treaty cancel all the contractu of insuranco running between a German 
insurance company and its nationals under conditions which *hall protect its nationals from 
any prejudice. 

To this end the German insnRir.ee company will hand over to the A'lied or A*sociated 
Government concerned, the propoition of i's a-sdit attributabl. 1 to the policies so cancel¬ 
led and will be rcli -ved fro.u all liability in respeot of sueli policies. The ns-.et* to be 
handed over shall be dufrirm tied by au actuary appointed by the Mixed Arbitral 
Tribunal. 

13. Where contracts « f life insurance Lave been entered into hy a local brunch of an 
insurance company established in a noun try which subsequently became an enemy country, 
the contract shall, in the abiem-e of any s ijiiilUiiu to the iTary in th« o itrtch it-clf, ho 
governed by the 1> cal law, but tlio insurer sliai ho entitled to demand from the in-mred or 
his representatives the refund of sums paid on claims made or enf-ir.-e-l und-r measures taken 
during the war, if the making or entor'-emeut of such claim* was not in uce'irdancc with the 
terms of the contract its-olf or was not e >n si .-teat with the laws or treaties existing at the time 
frhen it was entered into. 

14-. In any case wlier*\ hv the law applicable t-> the contract, the insurer remains bound 
by tlio centract, not withstanding the non-payment of premiums, until notice is given to the 
insured of the termination of the contract, he shall he entitled, whore the giving *«f such notice 
was prevented liv the war, to recover the unpaid premiums with interest at 5 per cent, por 
annum from the insured. 

15. Insurance contracts shall he considered as Contr.icts of life a*suranee for the purpose 
of paragraphs 11 to 14> when they depend on th? prob.ihilitic.-s of human life c.imbined with 
the rate of interest for the calculation of the reciprocal engagements between the two 
parlies. 

Marine Insurance. 

16. Contracts of marine insurance including time policies and voyage policies entered into 
between an insurer and a pi-rson who subsequently became an onumy, shall t.c deemed to have 
been dissolved on hi* becoming an enemy, except in cases where the risk undertaken in the 
contract Lad attached before he be:am - an enemy. 

Where the risk had not attached, money paid by way of premium or otherwise shall bo 
recoverable from the insurer. 

Where the ii*k had attached effect shall be given to the contract notwithstanding the 
party becoming an enemy, and sums das under tlio contract either by way of premiums or in 
respect of losses shall be recoverable after the coming into force of the present Treaty. 

In the c-vcnt of any agreement' being corns to for tin; payment of interest on sums 
due before the war t» or by iho nation'll* of Staten which havo been at war and recovered after 
the war, suuh iniore«t -.bill iu the «**•* of losses r.-civerable under contracts of marine insurance 
run from the expiration of a period of one year from the date of the loss. 

17. No contract of marine insurance with ah insurod person who subsequently became 
an enemy shall be deemed to cover lo-ses due to belligere.it act ion by the Power of which the 
insurer wis a national or by the allies or associate of such Power. 

18. Where it is .-hown that a parson who had before the war entered into a contract 
of Marine insuianoe with an insurer who subsequently became an enemy entered after the 
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outbreak of war into a new contract covering the Ratin', risk wit.lt an insurer wit# was not an 
enemy, the new contract shall be deemed to be substituted for the original contract as from 
the date when it was entered into, and the premiums payable shall be adjusted on the basis of 
the original insurer having remained liable on the contract only up till the time whon the new 
contract was entered into. 

a 

Other Insurance** 

19. Contracts of insurance entered into beforo the war between an insurer and a person 
who subsequently became an enemy, other than contracts dealt with in paragraphs 9 to IS, 
shall be treated in all respects on the same footing as contracts of fire insurance between the 
same persons would be dealt with under the said paragraphs. 

Reinsurance* 

20. All treaties of reinsurance with a person who became an enemy shall he regarded as 
having been abrogated by the person becoming an enemy, but without prejudice in the c&so 
of life or marine risks which had attached before the war to the right to recover payment 
after the war for sums due in respect of such risks. 

Nevertheless if, owing to invasion, it has been impossible for the reinsured to find another 
reinsurer, the treaty shall remain in force until three months after the coining into foroj of tho 
present Treaty. 

Whore a reinsurance treaty beonmes void under this par igraph, tlieie shall be an adjust¬ 
ment of accounts between the parties in respect both of premiums paid and payable and of 
liabilities fur losses in Tcspect of life or marine risk which had attached before tho war. In tho 
case of risks other than those mentioned in paragraphs 11 to 18, the adjustment of accounts 
shall be made as at the date of the parties becoming enemies without regard to claims for 
losses which may have occurred since that date. f 

:ll. The provisions of the preceding paragraph will extend equally to reinsurances existing 
at tho dale of the parties becoming enemies of particular risks undertaken hv the insurer in 
a contract of insurance against any risks other than life or marine risks. 

22. Reinsurance of life risks effected by particular contracts aud not under any general 
treaty remain iu force. 

The provisions of paragraph 12 apply to treaties of reinsurance of life insurance contracts 
in which enemy companies are tbu reinsurers. 

23. In case of a reinsurance effected before the war of a contract of marine insurance* 
tbs cession of a risk which had been ceded to the reinsurer shall, if it had attached before the 
outbreak of war, remain valid aud effect be given to the contract notwithstanding the 
outbreak of war ; sums due under tho contract of reinsurance iu respect either of premiums 
or of losses shall be recoverable after the war. 

21. The provisions of paragraphs 17 and IS and the last part of paragraph 111 shall apply 
to contracts for tho reinsurance of marine risks* 

SECTION VI.—MIXED ARBITRAL TRIBUNAL. 

Article 304. 

(a) Within three months from the date of the coming into force of the present treaty, 
a Mixed Arbitral Tribunal shall be established between eaeh of the Allied and Associated 
Powers on the one hand, and Germany on the other hand. Each such Tribunal shall consist 
of three members. Each of the Governments concerned shall appoint one of these members. 
The President shall be chosen by agreement between the two Governments concerned. 

In case of failure to ra.eh agreement, the President of the Tribunal and two other persons* 
either of whom may in case of need take his place, shall he chosen by flic Gouneil of tho 
League of Nations, or, until this is set up, by M. Gustave Ador if ho is willing. These 
porsons shall be nationals of Powers that have remained neutral during the war. 

If any Government docs not proceed within a period of one mouth in cisc there is a vacancy 
to appoint a member of tbe Tribunal, such member shall be chosen by the other Government 
from the two persons mentioned above other than the President. 

The decision of the majority of the members of the Tribunal shall be tbe decision of the 

Tribunal. 

(4) Tho Mixed Arbitral Tribunals established pursuant to paragraph (■/) shall decide all 
questions within their competence under Sections III, IV, V and VII. 

In addition, all question#, whatsoever their nature, relating to contracts concluded before 
the coming into force of the present Treaty between nationals of the Allied and Associated 
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Powers and German nationals shall bo decided by the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal, always except* 
ing questions which under the laws of the Allied, Associated or Neutral Powers, are within 
the jurisdiction of the National Courts of those Powers. Sueh questions shall be decided by the 
National Courts in question, to the exclusion of the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal. The party who 
is a national of an Allied or Associated Power may, nevertheless, bring the case before the 
Mixed Arbitral Tribunal if tliis not prohibited by 1 ho laws of his country. 

(c) If the number of c.iscb justifies it, additional members shall bo ajmointed and each 
Mixed Arbitral Tribunal shall sit in divisions. Each of those divisions wilt be constituted as 
above. 

(d) Each mixed Arbitral Tribunal will settle its own procedure except in so far as it is 
provided in the following Annex, and is empowered to award the sums to be paid by the loser 
in respect of the costs and expenses of the proceedings. 

( 0 ) Each Government null pay the remuneration of the member of the Mixed Arbitral 
Tribunal appointed by it and of any agent whom it may ap]>oint to represent it before the 
Tribunal. The remuneration of the President will be determined by special agreement 
between the Governments concerned; and this remuneration and the joint expenses of each 
Tribunal will be paid by the two Governments in equal moieties. 

(/) The High Contracting Parties agree that their oourts and authorities shall render to 
the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal direct all the assistance in their power, particularly as regards 
transmitting notices and collecting evidence. 

[g) The High Contracting Parties agree to regard the decisions of the Mixed Arbitral 
Tribunal as final and conclusive, and to render them binding upon their nationals. 


ANNEX. 


1. Should one of the members of the Tribunal either die, retire, or be unable for any 
reason whatever to discharge his functions, the same procedure will bo followed for filling 
the vuoanoy as was followed for appointing him. 

2. The Tribunal may adopt such rules of procedure as shall be in accordance with jnstiee 
and equity and decide the order and tirno at which oaoh party must concludo its arguments, 
and may arrange all formalities required for dealing with the evidence. 

ft. The agent and counsel of the parties on each side are authorised to present orally and 
in writing to the Tribunal arguments in support or in defence of each case. 

4. The Tribunal shall keep record of the questions and cases submitted and the proceed¬ 
ings thereon, with the dates of such proceedings. 

5. Each of the Powers concerned may appoint a secretary. These secretaries shall act 
together as joint secretaries of the Tribunal and shall be subject to its direction. The Tribunal 
may appoint and employ any other necessary officer or officers to assist in the performance oE 
its duties. 

6. The Tribunal shall decide all questions and matters submitted upon suoh evidence and 
information as may be furnished by the parties concerned. 

7. Germany agrees to give the Tribunal all facilities and information required by it for 
carrying out its i vivcotigatione. 

8. The language in which the proceedings shall he conducted shall, unless otherwise 
agreed, be English, French, Italian, or Japanese, as may bo dotermined by the Allied or 
Associated Power concerned. 


9. The place and time for 
President of the Tribunal. 


the meetings of each Tribunal shall be determined by the 
Aeticlb 305. 


Whenever a competent Court has given or gives a decision hi a oase covered by Sec¬ 
tions III, IV, V cr VII, and such decision is inconsistent with the provisions of such 
Sections, the party who is prejudiced by tho decision shall be entitled to obtain redress wbioh 
shall be fixed by the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal. At the request of the national of an Allied 
or Associated Tower, the redress may, whenever possible, be effected by the Mixed Arbitral 
Tribunal directing the replacement of the parties ia the position occupied by them before 
the judgment was given by tho German Court. 


SECTION VII—INDUSTRIAL PROPERTY. 

Articlx 306. 

Subject to tho stipulations of the present Treaty, rights of industrial, literary, and 
artistic property, as such property is defined by the International Conventions of Pans and 
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of Beret*, moAtioucd in Article 286, shall be re-established or restored, m from the coming into 
foree of the present Treaty, in the territories of the High Contracting Parties, in 'favour 
of the persons entitled to the benefit of them at the moment when the state of war ooirmntvd 
or tlieir legal representatives. Kqually, rights which, except for the war, would have been 
acquired during the war in consequence of an application made for the protection of industrial 
property* or the publication of a literary or artistic work, shall be re© Raised and established 
in favour of those persons who would hnve been entitled thereto, from the coming into forao 
of the present Treaty. 

Nevertheless, all acts done by virtue of the special measures taken during the war under 
legislative, executive or administrative authority of any Allied or Associated Power in rogard 
to the rights of German nationals in industrial, literary or artistic property shall remain in 
force and shall continue to maintain their full effect. 

Xo claim shall be made or action brought by Germany or German nationals in respect 
of the use during the war by the Government of any Allied or Associated Power, or by any 
Iversons acting on behalf or with the assent of sueh Government, of any sights in industrial, 
literary or artistic properly, nor in respret of the sale, offering for sale, or use of any products, 
articles or apparatus whatsoever to which such rights applied. 

Utiles? the legislation oE any one of the Allied or Associated Powers in force at the 
moment of the signature of the present Treaty otherwise directs, sums due or paid in virtue 
of any act or operation resulting from the execution of the special measures mentioned in 
paragraph 1 of this Article shall he dealt with in the same way a* other sums due to German 
nationals arc directed to be dealt with by the present Treaty ; and sums produced by any 
special measures taken by the German Government in respect or rights in industrial, literary 
or artistic property belonging to the nationals of tho Allied or Associated Powers shall be 
eon siderad and treated in the same way as other debts dne from German nationals. 

Kaoh of the Allied and Associated Powers reserves to itself the right to impose sueh 
limitations, conditions, or restrictions on rights of industrial, literary, or artistic property (with 
the exception of trade-marks) Required before or during the war, or which may be subsequently 
acquired in accordance with its legislation, by German nationals, whether by granting licences, 
or by the working, or by preserving control over their exploitation, or in any other way, as 
may be considered necessary for natural defence or in the public interest, or for assuring 
the fair treatment by Germany of the rights of industrial, literary, and artistic property hem 
in German territory by its nationals, or for securing the due fulfilment of all the obligations 
undertaken by Germany in the present Treaty. As regards rights of Industrial, literary, and 
artistio property acquired after tho coining into force of the present Treaty, the right so 
reserved by the Allied and Associated Powors shall only be exercised in eases where these 
limitations, conditions or restrictions may bo considered necessary for national defence or in 
fclic public interest. 

In the event of the application of the provisions of the preceding paragraph by any Allied 
or Associated Power, there shall 1m* paid reasonable indemnities or royalties which shall be 
dealt with in the same way, as other sums duo to German nationals are directed to be dealt 
with by the present Treaty. • 

Each of the Allied or Associated Powers reserves the right to treat as void and of uo 
effect any transfer in whole or in part of or other dealiug with rights of or iu respect of 
industrial, literary, or artistic property effected after August 1st, 1914, or in the future, wbioh 
would have the result of defeating the objects of the provisions of this article. 

The provisions of this article shall not apply to rights in industrial, literary or artistic 
property which have been dealt with in the liquidation of businesses or companies under war 
legislation by the Allied or Associated Powers, or wbioli may be so dealt with by virtue of 
Article 297* paragraph (6). 

Abticlb 307. 

A minimum of one year after, the coming, into foree of the present Treaty shall he 
accorded to tho nationals of the High Contracting Parties f without extension fees or other 
penalty in rrder to enable sueh pereone to accomplish any ect. fulfil any formality, pay any 
fees, and generally satisfy any obligation prescribed by the laws or regulations of the res¬ 
pective States relating* to tho obtaining, preserving, or proposing rights to, or in • respect of 
industrial properly either acquired before August 1, 1914, or which, except for the war, 
might have been acquired since that date as a result of an application made before the war or 
during its continuance, but nothing in this article shall give any right to re-onen interference 
proceedings in the United States of America where a final hearing has taken place. 

All rights in, or in respect of, such property, which may have lapsed by reason of any 
failure to accomplish any act, fulfil any formality, or make any payment; shall revive,''hut 
subject in the case of patents and designs to the imposition of sueh conditions as each Allied 
or Associated Power may deem reasonably necessary for the protection of persona who have 
manufactured or made use of tho subject matter of such property while the jnghts had lapsed. 
x Further* where rights to patents or designs belonging to German nationals are revived under 
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this article, Ihey shall be subject in respect c»£ the grant of licences to the same provisions as 
would have been applicable to them during the war, a* well as to all flic provisions of the 
present Treaty. 

The period from August 1, 1014, until the coming into force of the present Treaty shall 
be excluded in considering the time within which a patent should he worked ora trade mark or 
design used, and it is further agreed that no {uitont, registered trade mark, or design in force 
on August 1, 1914, shall be subject to revocation or cancellation by reason only of the failure 
to work suob patent or use such trade mark or design for two year* after the coming into 
force of the present Treaty. 


Article 308. 


The rights of priority provided by Article IV, of the International Convention for the 
Protection of Industrial Property of Paris, of March 20, 1883, revised at Washington in 
1911 or by any other Convention or Statute, for the filing or registration of applications for 
patents or models of utility, and for the registration of trade marks, dosigns, and models 
which had not expired on August 1, 1914, and those which have arisen during the war, or 
would have arisen but for the war, shall be extended by eaeh of tho Nigh Contracting Parties 
in favour of all nationals of the other High Contracting Parties for a period of six months 
after the coming into force of the present Treaty. 

Nevertheless, such extension shall in no way affect the right of any of the High Con* 
traoting Parties or of any person who before tho coming into forco of the present Treaty was 
hona fide in possession of any rights of industrial property conflicting with rights applied for 
by another who claims rights of priority in respect of them, to exerui>c such rights b ✓ itself or 
himself personally, or by Buch agents or licensees as derived their rights from it or him before 
the coming iuto force of the present Treaty; and such persons shall nob bo amenable to any 
action or other process of law in respect of infringement. 


Article 309. 


No action shall bo brought and no claim made by persons residing or carrying on business 
within the territories of Germany on the ono part and of the Allied or Associated Powers 
on the other, or persons wliu are nationals of such powers respectively, or by any one deriving 
title during the war from such persons, by reason of any action which has taken place withiu the 
territory of the other party between the date of the declaration of war and that of the coming 
into force of the present Treaty, which might constitute an infringement of tho rights of 
industrial property or rights of literary and artistic property, either existing at any time during 
the war or revived under tho provisions of articles 307 and 308. 


Equally, no action for infringement of industrial. literary, or artistic property rights by 
such persons shall at any time bo permisbible in respect of the sale or offering for sale for a 
period of one year after the signature of tho present Treaty in tho territories of the Allied or 
Associated Powers on tho ono hand or Germany oq the other, of products or articles manu¬ 
factured, or of literary or artistic works published during the period between the declaration 
of war and the signature of the present Treaty, or against those who have acquired and continue 
to use them. It is understood, nevertheless, that this provision shall not apply when the 
possessor of the rights was domiciled or had an industrial or oointiierctal establishment in the 
districts occupied by Germany during the war. 


This article shall not apply as between tbo United States of America on tho one hand and 
Germany on the other. 

Article 810. 


Licences in respect of industrial, literary, or artistio preporty concluded before tho war 
between nationals of tho Allied or Associated Powers or persons residing in their territory or 
carrying on business therein, on the ono purL, and German nationals, on the other par*', shall 
be considered as cancelled ns from the date of tbs declaration of war between Germany and 
tho Allied or Associated Power. JJut, in any caso, the former beneficiary of a contract of 
this kind shall have the right* within a period of six months after tho coming into force of 
the present Treaty, to demand from the proprietor of the rights the grant of a new licence, 
the conditions of which, in default of agreement, between the parties, shall be fixed by tho 
duly qualified tribunal in the country under whose legislation the rights have been acquired, 
except in the case of licences held in res]ient. of rights acquired under German law. In such 
cases the conditions shall be fixed by the Mixed Arbitral Tribunal referred to in Soction VI 
of this Part. The tribunal may, if ncoc*Hirv l fix also the amount which it may deem just 
should he paid by reason of the use of the rights during the war. 

No licence in respect of industrial, literary, or artistio pnqicrLy, granted under the special 
war legislation of any Allied or Ass whited Power, shall be affected by the continued existence 
of any licence entered into before the war. but shall remain valid and of fall effect, and a 
licence so granted to the former beneficiary of a licence entered into before the war shtdl be 
considered as substituted for such lice nee. 
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Where turns have been paid during t he war by virtue of a licence or agreement concluded 
before the war in respect of nghts of industrial property or for the reproduction or tho represent¬ 
ation of literary, dramatic, or artistio works, these sums shall be dealt with in the same 
manner as other debts or credits of German nationals, as provided by tho present Treaty. 

This Article shall not apply a* between the United-State* of America on tlio one hand 
and Germany on the other. 


Article 311. 

The inhabitants of territories separated from Germany by virtue of th«? present Treaty 
shall, notwithstanding this separation and the change of nationality conwcjuent. thereon, 
continue to enjoy in Germany all the lights in industrial, literary and artistic property to which 
they were entitled under German legislation at the time of the separation. 

Rights of industrial, literary, and artistic pro]wrly which are in force in the territories 
separated from Germany under the present Treaty at the moment of the separation of these 
territories from Germany or which will be re-established or restored in accordance with the 
provisions of Article 306 of the present Treaty, shall be rocoguized by the State to which the 
said territory is transferred and shall remain in force in that territory for the same period of 
time given them under the German law.”

In addition, the consent of the Import and Export Licensing Section 
is not required for the sole of samples which, though within this scheme 
at the actual time they were exported, could be exported outside the 
scheme at the actual time of the proposed sale. 


OPEN GENEBAL LICENCE FOB COAL EXPOBTS.

Shipments from all ports in the United 
Kingdom to tho destinations excluded from the purview of the general hoenee must s till be 
covered bj an export licence from the Coal Mines Department,

Exporters are warned that there are import prohibition! in some foreign countries, informa¬ 
tion regarding which can be obtainod from the Department of Overseas Trader 35, Old 
Queen Street, Westminster, S.W.-l, and 73, Bosinghall Street, IS. C. 2. The issue of as 
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export licence implies no guarantee that the goods will be admitted intg the country 
of destination. 

There is no parcel rost to Ischonla, Jugo-Slavia (except Dalmatia), Lettland 
(Latvia), Lithuania, Poland. 

Germany. —Gift parcels sent by parcel post may enter Germany without import licence 
and also free from dnty and taxes, provided they do not contain more than 2 kilos (To ozs.) of 
tobacco.

STATEMKNTpF OBJECT^ AN? 

The Report of the Joint Select Committee oi ^Oorcrnmeat of India Act contains the 
following important recommendations in regard to "elections :—“ Tho Cummitteo are them¬ 
selves firmly convinced that a complete and stringent Cormpt Practices Act should he brought, 
into operation before the first elcctim f»r the Legislative Councils. There is no such Act at, 
present in existence in India, and the Committee are convinced that it will net be less required 
in India than it is in other countries/' 


2. Rules have been framed prescribing the qualification of electors and members of the 
Indian Legislature and of Govern >rs* Legislative!Councils and for the final decision of doubts 
and disputes as to the validity of any election. These rules empower tho Governor General 
r,r Governor as the case may be to appoint Commissioners to try all suoh disputes, and to report 
in the Governor General or the Governor as the cad may be, the result of their inquiry. 
Under these rules an eleition must be declared yd 'if a corrupt practice of .a serious nature 
is found to have been committed by a candidate on Any agent of his, whether with the 
knowledge of the candidate or not. Such corrupt practices are" bribery, undue influence* 
personation, or abetment of personation and deliberate false statements abpufc a candidate at an 
ejection. The rules also provide that malpractices of a less serious nature will , qnly render an 
election invalid if they materially affect the result. Persons found guilty of melpinotices are 
disqualified for varying periods from being candidates for election to the Connoils or voting - or 
acting ae agents at elections. The rule-making power under tho Government of India Act 
does not enable provision to be made except for these matters. 

9. It is clear that the rules need to ho supplemented by legislation if effect is to be graven 
to the recommendations of th« Joint Committee. Tho Government of India think it desirable 
that advantage should be taken of this opportunity to make election offences part of the general 
law of the land, not only in respect of Legislative bodies, but also in. the cate of elections to 
public bodies generally. Sporadic legislation has been undertaken in certain'Provinces hut the 
major offences, at aoy rate, should, it is thought* be dealt within the Penal Code. 


v. 
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4. The objects of the present Bill arc therefore two-fold. Firstly, it seeks to make 
punishable unoer the ordinary penal law bribery, undue influence and personation and oortain 
other malpraolioee at elections not only to tho legislative bodies, but also to membership of 
public authorities where the law prescribes a method of i-lection; and, further, to debar 
persons guilty of such malpractices from holding positions of public responsibility for a 
specific period. Seoondiy, it proposes to empower the Commissioners appointed under tho 
rules referred to above to exercise judicial powers of investigation in respect of elections to 
legislative bodies in India. As regards other bodies, the matter U *no which, in the 
optba of the Government of India, may be left to bg dealt with by local legislation- 

' 5. Accordingly Part I of the Bill inserts a new Chapter in the Indian Venal Code, 
and rn+\raa the necessary amendments in the Code of Criminal Frooedure. 

6. ‘ Election’ is defined as including election to all classes of public bodies wlicte snob a 
system is prescribed by law. All persons who haw to deal with fhe preparation of electoral 
rolls and the like and to conduct any part of an election arc declared public servants. The 
effect of this provision is that Chapters IX and X of the Indian Penal Code, which deal with 
offences relating to or by public servants or contempt of their lawful authority, will become 
applicable to these persons. 

7. The new offences which it is intended to insertiM tho Penal Code are bribery, undue 

influence, personation and deliberate false statements with the object of prejudicing a candidate 
at or in connection with elections. * 

5. r Bribery ’ is defined primarily as the giving or acceptance of a gratification either 
bn a motive or as a reward to any person, oither to induce him to stand as, or not to stand as, 
or to withdraw from being, a candidate, or to vote or refrain from voting at an election. It 
also includes offers or agreements to give or offer aod attempts to procure a gratification for 
any person. Gratification is already explained bi section IH1 of the Venal Code and is not 
restricted to pecuniary gratifications or to gratifications estimable in money. 

Treating will be bribery if refreshment is given or accepted with the intent required by 
the law. 

9. Undue influence at ati election is defined as the voluntary interference or attempted 
interference with the right of any person to s«aud, or not to stand, or withdraw from being, a 
candidate, or to vote or refrain from voting. This cover* all threats of injury to person or 
property and all illegal methods of persuasion and any interference with the liberty of the 
candidates or the electors. A sub-section is added to explain that the inducing or attempting 
to induce a- person to believe that he will beoome the object of Divine displeasure is also inter¬ 
ference* It is not, however, interference within the meaning of the clause to make a declara¬ 
tion of public policy ora promise of ptfflic action. 

10. The definition of 'personatip^Aeloscly folloftifthc definition in section of the 
Ballot Act, 1872, and covers both a pfe Awho attempts to vote in another person’s name or 
in a fictitious name, a voter who attentpwJFo vote twice ami any person who abets, procures or 
attempts to procure such voting. 

11. On the linos of section 1 of the Corrupt and Illegal Practices Prevention Act, 1895, 
false statements of fact in relation to the personal character or conduct of a candidate arc 
penalised. 

12. It is also made illegal for any oim, unless authorised by a caudidato to incur any 
expenses iu oonneotjon with the promotioi^f the candidate's election and if by any law accounts 
have to be kept, failure to keep such accounts is made penal. 

13. No prosecution in respect of tte offences so created is to be instituted except with the 
sanotion of the Governor General in>fiBunci),' the Local Government or some other officer 
empowered by the Governor Genera^ Council in this behalf. 

14. Part T1 of the Hill deals with legislation ancillary to rules framed under tb«» 
Government of India Aot providing for inquiries in the case of disputed elections, and gives 
statutory powers to tho O. mmissioners appointed to hold in juiries under those rales. 

10. Under olsuse 5 the Commissioners are given the powers of a Court, under the 
Civil Procedure Code to enforce the attendance of witnesses and to record evidence, and 
provision is made in regard to other ancillary matters. 

16. Clauso ft makes tho Indian Evidenco Act applicable in all inquiries and under 
danse 7 documentary evidence is not to bo refused merely on tho ground that a document is 
not duly stamped or icgbtorad. 

‘ 17. Clauso 8 is based ou section 59 of tho Corrupt and Illegal Practices Prevention 
Aot) 1883, and while providing.that no witness shall no excused from answering any ques¬ 
tion on the ground that it might incriminate him, the Commissioners may give a certificate of 
indemnity which will save him from criminal prosecution and prevent his answers being 
proved in oivil proceedings. 

18. The BQl farther provides for appearance by pleaders, for paying expenses of witnesses, 
for costs and for their reafisation.'

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19.. Disqualifications on the line# of those which bare rooeutly been inserted in the 
Insolvency law in India by seotion 78 of the Provincial Insolvency Act, 1920, and by seetion 
103-A. ox the Presidency Towns Insolvency Ao^ f 1909, as recently amended in 1920, are by 
clause 13 imposed on persons who have been convicted of bribery, undue influenoe or persona¬ 
tion at sn election, or have been disqualified by an order of aav authority from being elected 
or from being an election agent, or voting or from bolding public office for a specified peri od. 

In addition, however, to the disqualifications contained in tho Insolvency law persons 
within the scope of this clause are disqualified from being appointed trustees of pubHc trusts.

Rainfall siuftnary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
the 1st July 1930. based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Reports of the period. 

1. There was a marked break in the Bombay monsoon from the 351k, but on the 29th 
the area of rainfall began to extend and there are indications that the break may not last 
long. The week’s rainfall was in large defect over most parts of India. 

2. Burma # including the Bay Islands .—Nearly general rain fell in Lower Burma 
except on the 30th, and in the Bay Islands except on the 20th and 27tb. In Upper Burma 
rainfall was nearly general on the 90th, local on the 27th and 28th, and occurred at a few 
stations on three other days. 

Northeast India, including Orissa .—Rainfall was nearly general in Assam between 
the 24th and 2SLh, in Bengal between tho 25th and 27th, in Orissa and Chota Nagpur on 
the 25th, and in Bihar on the 2lth ; it ocourrod Really or at a few stations during thu rest 
of the week in Assam, on four other days in Bengal, on three othor days in Bihar, on two 
other days in Orissa and on one other day in Chota Nagpur. 

714s United Provinces, Central India and the Central Provinces .—*There was nearly 
general rain in the Unitod Provinces and t’ > west of tho Central Provinces on the 24th ; 
rain fell locally or at a few statione the rest of week in the west of the United 

Provinces, on four other days in the eas* r United Provinces and on two other days in 
tho west of the Central Provinces. In Central India rainfall was local oil the 24th, 
while in the east of tho Central Provinces a light fall was recorded at Pcudra, Raipur 
and Jagdalpur. 

Northwest India .—Tn the east and north Punjab rainfall was local on the 25th and 
26th, and there were a few falls on four other asy In Kashmir light rain foil during the 
week at Srinagar, Sonamarg and Gulniarg. Over the rest of the division rainfall was 
reported only from Ajmer, Fort Sandema»“>nd Parachiuor, the aggregate tall at tho last- 
nam.'d-station being 0*74". 

The Ten insula.—V oarly general rain fell in Malabar on tho 24th, 20th and between- 
the 28th and 30tk, in tho Kcftikan on tho 24th, 26th, 27th, 28tli and 80th, and in Mysore 
on tlio 29th; rainfall oocurred locally or at a few sta’ions on two other days in Malabar and 
the Konkan, and on fivo other days in Mysore* There was local rain in southeast Madras 
on the 27th and 29th, and on the north Madras coast on the 25th, with a few falls on three- 
other days and two other days respectively. There was no rain in the Bombay Deccan, 
while in Hyderabad rain was limited to a light fall at Nizamabud and two light falls at 
Baii'hur.

4. The wink’s rainfall was 2*) p«*r orut. or more in cxcqss in the Bay Islands, Lower 
Burma, Mysnro and Malabar; and was 20 per con^ 1 r more in defect in Bibar and Oritsa, 
the United Provinces West, the Punjab South west, Kashmir, the North-West Frontier 
Province, Baluchistan, Sind, Rajpulana, (■ njar.it, Central India, Bcrar, the Centr.il Piovinces, 
tbo Konkan, the Bombay Deccan, Ilydemlad. the Madras Deccan and the Madras Coast 
North.^ It was within 20 per cent, of tho normal in the renfaining divisions. 

The raiufall from the 30th April to dite is 20 per cent, or more in defect in Upper 
Burma, Bengal, Bihar and Orispa, the United Provinces East, Central India East, Bcrar, the 
Central Provinces, tho Konkan, the Bombay Deccan, Hyderabad, Mysore, Madras South¬ 
east and the Madras Deccan ; and is 20 per cent, or more in oxccsa in the Punjab Southwest, 
the North-West Frontier Province, Sind, Rajpulana, Gujarat, Central India West and 
Malabar. It differs from the n rmal by less than 20 per cent, in the remaining divisions.

Season and Crop Prospects for tho week ending Saturday, 

26th June 1920. 

Burma.— Tilfl rainfall dnrin? the week was good in Lower Burma and very light in 
Upper Burma. Agricultural operations for the main rice crop arc progressing normally. 
Cultivnli /u of autumn crops is proceeding generally except in parts where more rain is 
wanted. Standing cr< ps are generally satisfactory except in purls of the dry zone aud Chin 
Hills. Cattle disease is reported from ]arts of twenty-one districts but elsewhere cattle 
are hoalthy. The price of unhusked rice at Rangoon is unchanged at Its. 205 to 410 
j»ef r hundred baskets which is Its. 75 i> 80 above the monthly normal and As. 25 to 30 
i hove the Government control price. The price of white rice lor specials is As. «80 to 4-90. 
Supplies are small and the market is firm. 


Assam. —During tlip week tbs weather was rainy and favourable. Plucking of tea 
and sowing and transplanting «J winter rice continue. IIam'*ting of autumn rice aud 
jute tins commenced. Prospects of crops aie generally fair. Cat tie disease is reported from 
M'ven districts. The price of common rice continue* to riso slightly in tho Upper Assam 
Valley. 

Bengal.— Ex<o ting l.cavy showers in some of the northern Bengal districts, light 
to moderate min fell throughout I ho Province. It has benefited standing crops and helped 
field operations generally. More min is needed especially in the western Bengal districts. 
Preparatory tillage tor winter faddy is pr* eroding, f far vesting of jute and eatly autumn 
paddy, and transplanting of winter paddy, seedlings have commenced in the low lying tracts 
of eastern Bengal. Tlie weeding of unl-umn paddy and jute is still in progress in western 
Bengal. The average price of common liec has risen by 1’iH percent. 

Bihar And Orissa.— The rainfall during the week was general over the Province, 
the fall litinr moderate in the greater portion of the Tirhut and Bh-igalpur divisions and parts 
of Orissa and south Bihar and light in the rest of the Province. The rainfall has facilitated 
preparation of land nnd sowings and has also improved tho condition of standing crops. 
Sewing of bhaJoi crops has become general and (fit .or broadcasted paddy has been 
almost completed in m<>ht districts. break in therXisf^^ears to have set in at (he end 
of the week which will be all to the good if it dots nf Trt tf o long. More ruin is, however, 
needed in Orisba and Sbahahad. in Puri 15-t2jL sons were relieved gratuitously and 
2'Jt persons attended lest works. 1765 persons were given gratuitous relief in Cuttack. 
The price of common lice has risen in eight districts, fallen in one and remained stationary 
in the remaining districts as compared with that nf the preceding week. The average 
price of h eal common rice at headquarters was 5*03 seers a rupee against 5*76 seers of 
the preceding week and that cd maize was 7*f9 seers against 7*81 seers of the preceding 
week. Cattle disease is reported fiom nine districts. Tlie condition of standing crops 
in the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota Nugj^p is reported as good. 

United Provinces. —The rainfall daring the week was generally gr.od throughout 
the Province but more rain is still required in a number of districts. Preparation of laud 
ft-r and sowing of autumn crops continue. Iriigation u ill g.ing on in places. Thu con* 
dilion uf standing crops is good. Prospects arc favoaf /lo. The condition of agricultural 
stock is satisfactory. Fodder, water and market supplies are sufficient. Prices are mostly 
stationary. 

Punjab.—During tlie week light rain fell in nearly all the reporting districts e&cept 
in parts of tbu west. The fall was moderate in j arts ot Aontak, Uurgaon and Ambals.. 
bam w»s useful for standing crops and for autumn sowings but more rain is badly needed. 
Sowings of cot ten, fodder and millets, etc., continue and are generally normal. The condi¬ 
tion of standing extra spring and autumn crojs is generally average to good. Heaping of 
exti a spring crops continues. The expected yield is norrral to good. Cattle are healthy 
and fodder and water are generally sufficient. Prices arc generally stationary and above 
scarcity Tates. Price of wheatRawalpindi t>, Ambala 7|, Fen >zc pure, 7 i> Lahore fc ami 
Lj all pur 8| seers per rupee. 
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North-West Frontier Province. —The rainfall diring the week WM nil. Sow- 
t certain aatuum crops ic in progress. Prospects of standing crops are average, 
t is selling in Peshawar at 7J seers and in Dera Ismail Kbin at 74 goers per rupee. 


Jammu.— Report not reeeived.

Eajpatana.—During the week light to heavy rain was general. The maximum 
fall reported wsh 10 inches 55 cents in Kishengarh. Sowing of autumn orops is in 
progress. Agricultural stock is in good oondition except in Kotah and Totgarh where 
small-pox Is prevailing. Fodder and water aro sufficient. Prices are stationary except 
in Kotah were they aro rising slightly. 


Central India.— The rainfall during the week wa9 partial in Gwalior and Bagliel- 
kband. Slight showers were received in Bundelkhand. Fiolds for autuicui crops are being 
prepared in Gwalior and the Southern States* Sowings have commenced in. Btindelkhana. 
Agricultural stock is in fair to good condition exoept f->r cattle di^aase iu part* of Gwalior, 
Indore, Baghelkhand and Malwa. Water and fodder scarcity is Celt in pads of Gwalior. 
Prices are high. 

Central Provinces. —During the week the weather has be?n sultry and clnuiy. 
(right to moderate rain was received throughout the Province. Sowings are generally in 
progress but more rain would bo welc >me especially where seeds have germinated. Insuffi¬ 
ciency of fodder and water is still felt in a few places. Prices ruse by two seers per rnpoe in 
Waroba. The prioe of grain shows a slight upward course. 


Feudatory Stales .—Moderate to heavy r.iin fell in the States. Ploughing of firfds 
and sowings continue. 


Bombay. —The rainfall during the week was fairly general in the Presidency 
proper but generally deficient in the Decoan and the (tarnatak. Inundation in Sind is low. 
Fodder and water aro generally adequate. Cattle are in good oondition. Prices aro almost 
stationary. 

Hyderabad. —During the week the weather was seasonable. The average fall for 
the dominions was 1 inch 92 cents* Two talnkas received above 5 ineho* of rain, five 
between 4 and 5, eleven between 3 md 4, twenty-one between 2 and 3, twenty-three between 
1 and 2 and twenty-nine undOTym. The bigli# falls recorded wore 5 Inches 97 cents 
in Jalna and 5 luchns J 2 rents imkgfllak. Sowings of autumn crops have generally com¬ 
menced. Water and fodder soarMJKis still felt and cattlo disease is reported from ten 
districts. Prices of grains continue to be high. Juar is selling at 4} seers per rupee in 
the Alampur and Lingsugar talukas. 


a The weekly report on famine is as follows .—Situation is unsatisfactory. Stoppage 
of rain has caused general anxiety. The number of persons on relief works is increasing. 
Prices of grains continue to he high. Juar is selling from 4| to 7 and rice from S to 44 
seers per rupee. Number ou relief in j^ousands:—works 13, gratuitous 5, total IS. 

Mysore. —The rainfall during the week was good in the Kadur district and light to 
fair else where. Standing orops are in good condition. Cattle are generally healthy. 
Water and fodder are available^Priop* of food-grains are high. Prospects of the season 
are - fair but more rain is no^pEL Harvesting of rice and sugarcane is concluding. 
The outturn is fair. Ploughing, manuring and sowing are in progress. 

Coorg. —The'week was iminy. Ploughing for and sowing .of seed for paddy oontinue. 
Cattle are generally hoalthy. Water and fodder aro available. The publio health in 
fair. Prices of food-grains aro high. 

Madras. —The rainfall during the week was very heavy]in the west ooast, heavy iu 
the hills* moderate in the Circars exoept Vizagapatam littoral, fair in Vizagapatam littoral, 
Koraool, Bellary, Tiunevelly and light or nil elsewhere. Standing orops aro in fair condi¬ 
tion generally. The outturn of the harvested paddy and dry orops is genorally fair. Sowings 
of paddy ana dry crocs are progressing. Tho oondition or oattlo is good generally. Water 
and pasture aro insufficient in parte. Fodder is available. Prioe* aro generally steady. Pros¬ 
pects are generally fiur.

«tOt‘.>rej5t with which Wk welcomed 
india. As a signal token of 
' me that Ora Dv.vr Son, the 
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Prince of Wales, would visit India next winter and inaugurate on Ouu 
behalf lK>th the reformed Legislatures and the Chdknber of Princes. That 
hope unhappily cannot be realised. The unceasing and devoted labours 
of Our Son in other parts of Our Empire have laid so heavy a burden upon 
his strength that it would not be possible for him at so early a date to under¬ 
take another protracted and arduous journey without assured danger to his 
health. 

Wk have accordingly decided that his visit to India must for the present 
lie deferred. To this decision We have come‘with grave reluctance and with 
a full appreciation of the disappointment which it till cause to the Princes 
and peoples of India; but We are confident that they will share Our anxiety 
to safeguard the health of Ouu Dear Son. 

It is Our full intention that the Prince <>h0$Vales shall make himself 
personally acquainted with Our Indian Empirw'ijs loyal peoples, and its 
many interests; and we propose that, if he lias? <ilien recovered from the 
fatigues of liis present labours, the visit now poflf ad shall be accomplished 
in the winter of next year. 

Meanwhile, it remains Our desire to mark in a special manner Our sense 
of the momentous step which India is now tnking towards greater constitu¬ 
tional freedom. 

Although it has not pleased Providence that Our Dear Si 1 should 
carry Ouu Greetings on this occasion. We shall send in his stt \ Ouu 
Uncle, His Royal Highness I'iklu-Marshal the Uukk of Conv. .tight, 
to inaugurate on Our Imlialf the Chamber of Princes, the Council of State 
and Indian Legislative Assembly, to take his part in other ceremonies which 
he would have performed, and to convey to the Princes and peoples of Tndia 
the messages wnich it had been Ouu hope to entrust to him.

TREATIES OF PEACE (AUSTRIA AND BULGARIA) ACT, 1020. 

(10 GEO. 5, CH. (J). 


An Aor to carry into uffeot Treaties of Peace hitwekn His Majksty and ckktai.y omtic 

Powers. 


[27th April 1920.] 


W HEREAS, at St. Gormain-ei)*Layc, on the tenth day of September, nineteen 
hundred and nineteen, a Treaty of Peace with Austria, including protocols and 
declarations annexed thereto, was signed on behalf of His Majesty: 

And whereas at Neuilly-sur-Seine, on the twenty-seventh day of November, nineteen 
Hundred and nineteen, a Treaty of Peace with Bulgaria, including a protocol annexed thereto, 
was signed on behalf of His Majesty: 

And whereas copies of the said Treaties have been laid before each House of Parliament, 
and it is expedient that His Majesty should have power to do all such things as may be 
proper and expedient for giving effect to the said Treaties: 
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Bo it therefore enacted by the King's most Excellent Majesty, by and with the adviee 
and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows:— 

1 .—(I) His Majesty may make such appointments, establish suoh offices, make such 

Orders in Council, and do suoh things as appear 
to him to bn nuoess.iry for carrying ont the said 
Trea:k-$, acd for giving effect to any of the pro¬ 
visions of the said Treaties.

No. 78 .—Tu exercise of tlio powers oonferrod by Section 15 of the In dian 
Census Act, 1920 (IV of 1920) tlu* Governor General in Council is pleased to 
make the following rules for taking: the census of cantonments ana of troops 
on the march and elsewhere 

Rules for taking the Census of Cantonments and of Troops 
on the march and elsewhere- 

A.—Cantonment Baza iis ant> Civii. Limits. 

1. Agency and Rules. —The Census of so much of eaoh Cantonment 
as lies beyond regimental or other purely military lines will be falmn by the 
Cantonment Magistrate aetiug under the instructions of the civil authorities of 
the District or State. The rules to lie followed are those laid down in the 
Provincial Census Codes. 

B. —Miiitahy Limit. 9 ’. 

2. Agency. —Within regimental lines, or other purely military limits, 
the Census will be taken by the military authorities. The operations in 
military limits will lio placed in general charge of a selected officer, who should, 
if possible, be conversant with the vernacular language in which the Census 
record will be prepared for natives of India resident within military limits. 

3. Determination of Boundaries- —The determination of the 

purely military limits within the Cantonment .should he undertaken, not later 
than 'the 15th September 1930 , by the military and civil authorities in consul* 
lation with each other. The boundary decided on should be shown on a map, 
so that both may know clearly the areas for the enumeration of which they 
are respectively responsible. ££ 

J-. Scope of Enumeration. —The Census to lit! taKbJ inr the military 
authorities under these orders will include all persona of wWfever age, sex, 
race, or profession, who, on the night of the 18th March 1921, Ere temporarily 
or permanently residing within military limits. In other words, it will 
include all persons who, though ordinarily residing elsewhere, may on that 
night be stopping temporarily within those limits ; and also those who, while 
actually li\ing and taking their meals within (lie same, may he absent for a 
few hours on night- duty, etc. 

3. Way in which Census Record will be prepared.— 

European officers and civilian Europeans and Anglo-Indians of good standing 
will, if they desire, ho supplied with Household Schedules on which to enter 
the ueci-MSiiry particulars for then selves, their families and their European or 
Anglo-Indian servants. For all other parsons the Census record will bo pro* 
part'd by Hr. u mem tors in the manner described further on. 

0. House List.—A list should he prepared in the following form, not 
later than the loth October 1930, .showingevery house or other building in the 
area in stion which is inhabited, or is likely to be inhabited, on the night of 
the Census :—

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7. Definition of House. —If any large building has boon divided into 
separate dwellings or tenements such as married quarters, occupied by distinct 
families or groups of persons, each of these dwellings should be treated as a 
house and given a separate number in column 1 of the House "List. [Large 
buildings not so divided, such as the quarters of unmirried privates, should be 
given only one number. 

Huts occupied by Indian servants should be numbered separately from the 
houses to which they belong. Each block of servants’ huts should be given a 
number of its own. 

8. House numbering^ —While tlie above list is being prepared, the 
number mitered against each house should be painted conspicuously on the 
building, so that it may be easily recognised by the Enumerator. 

9. Formation of Blocks and Circles. —After the numbers have 
been painted, the houses should be arranged in compact H locks, and these 
Blocks should be grouped into Oircl es. No Block should contain more than 
250 persons, and no Circle more than 2,500. Separate Blocks should he form¬ 
ed for Indian followers and servants attaohed to British regiments or employed 
by the officers. 

10. Appointment of Supervisors and Enumerators.— For 

oacli Block an Enumerator should be appointed, and for each Circle a Super¬ 
visor. The Enumerator is the person whose duty it will be to fill in the Census 
Schedules for all persons in his Block, except t hose for whom House-hold 
Schedules will bo issued os provided in Buie 5. The Supervisor is responsible 
for seeing that all the Enumerators in his Circle understand their duties and 
carry them out satisfactorily. Non-Commissioned Officers of the regiments to 
lie enumerated will usually be selected for these 1 posts. Blocks occupied by 
Indian followers and servants should be placed in eharge of Enumerators who 
arc well acquainted with tlieir language and customs, such as the regimental 
Munsbi or a Commissariat Indian official. 

11. CirQl£JElegister.—A Circle Bcgistor should then be drawn up in 

the following . n and forwarded, not later than Ike IStk November, lo tbe 
[District or jeal Officer as tho case may l>e :—

12. Supply of Forms. —On receipt of the Circle Register tho District 
or Political Offioer will at once calculate the number of forms (English and 
vernacular) of each kind required at the rate of— 

(a) 1 Cover per Block ; 

(5) 1 Blook last per Blook; 

(c) 1 General Schedule for every 12 persons ; 

(<*) 2 Household Schedules for each house in which suob schedules -will 
he used; 

Adding 25 per eent. for emergencies, etc. 
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He will al no supply for each Supervisor one Cover with five General 
Schedules and a Block List stitched lutoit. This will serve to show how the 
forms should bo bound up to make the Enumeration Books and will also be 
useful for instruction purposes as explained in Rule 14. 

13. Block Bist .—As soon as the forms are received the Block Lists 
showing ihc number and description of the houses in each Block, should be 
written up from the House List. 

1 k Instruction of Census Staff. —The Supervisors and Enumer¬ 
ators must study very carefully the Instructions on the first two pages of the 
Cover and the Specimen Schedule on the back of it. The officer in charge of 
the Census must satisfy himself that, they cleanly understand their duties. He 
should make them fill in a few entries each in the bound copy of the Enumera¬ 
tion Book supplied to Supervisors for instruction purposes and should correct 
mistakes and give such verbal explanations as are found to be necessary. 

15. The Preliminary Enumeration.— Early in February 1921 % 
each Enumerator should go round his Block and cuter in his Enumeration Book 
full particulars regarding every man, woman, or child whom he finds residing 
therein, including persons temporarily absent who are expected to bo back by 
the 18th March. This work should he completed by the end of' February . 
The entries thus made must be carefully examined and corrected by the Super¬ 
visor. The officer in charge of the Census should himself examine as many 
entries as possible in each Block, in order to make sure that they have been 
properly made. The houses should be taken in the order in which they are 
entered in the House List, and exact observance of the instructions must be 
rigidly enforced. Europeans and Anglo-Indians of the class referred to in 
Ltule 5 need not be enumerated on this occasion, but Household Schedules 
should be distributed to them on the ICtli March and the signature of the head 
of the household taken in the last column of the Block List. 

1G. The Pinal Census. — After gunfire on the night of the 18th March 
1021 the Enumerator should again go over his Block and bring the Preliminary 
Record up to date by striking out the entries for persons^ \o have died or 
gone away and entering the necessary, particulars for new aby vais. He will 
thus complete the Census. Vy 

17. Rough Totals.—Collection and Despatch. o*r Forms.— 

On the morning of the 19th March the Enumerators will collect all the House¬ 
hold Schedules that have been issued and sew them into their books. They will 
then assemble at some place previously fixed by the Supervisor and prepare 
under his instructions the Abstracts inside the Covers, showing the number of 
houses and persons, male and female, in each Block. After testing the figures the 
Supervisor will compile them into a Circle Summary, showing the number of 
persons iu the Circle, and the various summaries will then be combined into a 
single statement by tlic officer in charge of the Census and sent to the District 
or Political officer as the case may be. The Enumeration Books should then be 
packed up at once and sent to the same officer. They should be arranged care¬ 
fully by Blocks and Circles according to the order shown in the Circle Register. 

C.- Tuoors ox the march and on Dlty outside Cantonments. 

IS. Troops on the march. —The Census of regiments on the march 
and of troops on duty will be takou by the officer iu command. The Census 
will include all persons, of whatever sex, age, race or profession, who are 
marching with the troops. The officer in command should be provided with 
tin* requisite forms at the cantonment from which the troops start. Ho should 
ai range to make one of the weekly halts on the 18th March 1021. If the 
Preliminary Enumeration was not effected before the troops left tlieir lost 
cantonment, the Schedules should be written up during the day. They should 
be cheeked in the usual manner after dark. 

19. Troops in Trains. —If the regiment or detachment be travelling 
by rail on the night of the Census, the Enumeration of the actual troops should 
be effected by the officer in command at the liist place at whioh the men 
alight. The Railway authorities will enumerate the families, servants and 
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followers travelling with the.m in accordance with the genoral rules for the 
enumeration of persons travelling by rail. 

20. Despatch. Of Forms. —The Enumeration Books for regiments or 
detachments on the march will be sent to the Magistrate of the District or the 
Folitioal Agent of the Stato in which they are'enumerated. The placo where 
they were encamped at the time of the Census must be reported to tho same 
officer.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS: 


The object of this Bill is to provide legal authority for the taking of measurements, 
finger impressions, foot-prints and photographs, of persona convicted of, or arrested in connec¬ 
tion with, certain offence*. The value of the scientific use of finger impressions and photographs 
as agents in the dotation of crime and the identification of criminals is well known, and 
modern developments in England and other European countries render it unnecessary to enlarge 
upon the need for the proposed legislation. 

The existing system by which the police, in India take finger impressions, photographs, 
etc., of criminals and suspected criminals is void of legal sanction, except as regards registered 
members of criminal tribes, in whose case provision exists for the taking of finger impressions 
in section 9 of the Criminal Tribes Act, 1911 (III of 1911). The need for legalizing the 
practice has long Imeii recognized, but it was not thought ex]iedient to take the matter up so 
long as no practical difficulties arose. Instances Have recently been reported to tbe Govern¬ 
ment of India where prisoners have refused to allow their finger prints or photographs to be 
taken. With a view to prevent such refusals in future it is considered necessary without 
further * delay to place tbe taking of measurements, etc., which is a normal incident of police 
work in India as elsewhere, on a regular footing. No measurement, etc., of any poison will be 
taken compulsorily unless that (tersun has been arrested.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND KEASONS. 

Tin; Merchant Shipping: (Wireless Toltjgrciphy) Act, 1919, ami the Merchant Shipping 
Convention) Act, 1914 require the compulsory provision of wireless telegraph installations on 
certain olasses of British ships registered in the United Kingdom. Various classes of ships 
plying in Indian waters do not come within the scope of these Acts, and the passengers and orews 
of such ships are therefore unnecessarily exposed to risks which might be obviated if ^wireless 
telegraph Installations wero insisted upon. It is therefore considered desirable to legislate on 
the lines of the British enactments, and this Bill follows closely the Merchant Shipping 
(Wireless Telegraphy) Act, 1919. It will apply primarily to sea-going British strips^ registered 
in British India, bnt under section 3, ships other than BritiVi ships registered in British India 
will also become subject to its provisions while they are witllin any port in British India.

Under Article 397 of the Treaty of Versailles! German nationals are to be given a 
minimum of one year after the coming into force of the Treaty, to complete patent proceedings 
which were started before or during the War. In order to give effect.to this Article, provision 
has been made in clause XXI of Artiele I of the India Treaty of Peace Order in Council* 
1920, for the ccmtinuanee in force, in relation to German nationals, of the Indian Patents and 
Designs (Temporary Rules) Aot, 1915, section 3(l)(e) of whioh enables such extensions of 
time to be granted. It is desirable that similar privileges should be extended to our own 
~ nationals, but as the Act of 1915, as it stands at present, will remain in force only for a 
period oi* six months after the termination of the War, it is proposed to extend its term for a 
further period of one year.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The main object of this Bill is to bring India into the inter-imperial arrangement for the 
provisional protection of inventions and designs within the Empire. 

A subsidiary object is to enable valid protection to be obtained for inventions which • 
owing to war exigencies have been protected only in some parts of the Empire bat would other¬ 
wise bo invalidated by'publication in other ports. 

India lms hitherto been disqualified for admission to the i liter-imperial arrangement 
provided for in Section 91 of the United Kingdom Patents and Designs Act, 1907, but by 
virtue of tho amendment made in sub-section (5) of that Section by the United Kingdom 
amending Act of 1919, it is now possible for India to enter into this mutual arrangement by 
which Indian inventors will gain the advantage of provisional protection for their inventions 
for a period of twelve months in almost all parts of the Empire. 

Inasmuch as Article OOS of the Treaty of Versailles does not apply to India, it is at. 
present impossible to adopt the procedure adopted in the United Kingdom and elsewhere of 
extending the period of provisional protection under emezgenoy legislation so as to antedate 
patents for which application has been delayed by war condition^ 
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Several eases have occurred in which valuable British inventions oannot he protected in 
India on this aoec nnt , in spite of the foot that under Article 308 valid patents will be obtain¬ 
able in suoh cases in Germany. 


By making it possible for'British and other patentees to obtain valid Indian patents in 
these and similar instances, the proposed legislation may be expected to give an additional 
impetus to the progress of Indian -industries, by the introduction and establishment of fresh 
industries which, bat for the inducement of the pstont grant coupled with the restriction on 
importation embodied in Section 83 of the present Indian Act, might otherwise bo 
permanently excluded from India. 

In order to remove these and similar difficulties, it is necessary that the inter-imperial 
arrangement should be initiated during the life of the Indian Patents and Designs (Tempo¬ 
rary Bales) Act. 1H15, and it is important therefore that this Bill should proceed at onee.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The import and export of rouble notes was prohibited nearly two and a half years ago in 
order to chock the unhealthy speculation in them which was then prevailing. Information was 
received that such notes were being manufactured in vast quantities without any currency 
backing, and that, in spite of tbe prohibition of import, they we re being smuggled into India, 
and the Government of India had reason to believe that Ik was intended to uro many of these 
rouble notes for the furtherance of Bolshevik propaganda. The Rouble Note Ordinances, VII 
of 1919, and 11 of 1920, were accordingly promulgated with the object of making the possession 
of rouble notes illegal. 

The considerations which necessitated the promulgation of these Ordinances have not 
lost any of their force, and as the last Ordinance will expire iu December 1920, legislation ie 
necessary to continue its provisions for a year, or for any farther period (not exceeding one 
year) as may be considered expedient, from the date the Bill id passed.

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Indian Branch of the Indian Defence Force formed in 1917 was an experimental 
measure and was admittedly an improvisation designed to afford some soope to those who 
desired to take a part in the scheme of Imperial defence during the Great War. It was not, 
like the European Branch, produced by a prooess of evolution from an existing Force. No 
organisation was in existence and, owing to the heavy demands ou the Regular Forces, it was 
not at that lime possible to provide trained officers and instructional staffs for separate units 
formed from the newly recruited material. Consequently, men enrolled under the scheme had 
to be attached for training to a regular unit, and when that training was completed, they 
remained members of a formation from whioh no further demands were made. 

This fact, at the time inevitable, accounted in a large measure for the want of success * 
which avn.ded the scheme. The University Corps, .some companies of which remained in ’ 
being, alone showed signs of vitality, and it has been proved that in any future rcherae the 
corporate character of each unit must be preserved. 

The Bill constituting an Indian Territorial Force is professedly a measure of an experi¬ 
mental nafcmv. It is intended to provide a framework on whioh a Territorial Foroo can be 
built up by gradual development in such a manner as to provide in times of stress a second

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For thin purpose it ip essentia) that tho Force to be raised should be liable to general 
service within the limits of India. Should it be necessary to employ the force beyond the 
frontiers, such employment will require the special sanation of the Government of India, and 
the employment of the force overseas is not contemplated. 

, The proposed organisation and terms of service for tho Territorial Force follow as closely 
as possible the well-tried medal of the English Militia. Units will be embodied annually for 
a period cf training not exceeding twenty-eight days, and recruits will be required to undergo 
preliminary training for a similar period. Each unit will be of a provincial character and 
training will he conducted ordinarily within the province. As enlistment will bo for a period 
of six years snd as the time available for annual training is necessarily limited, it is nut pos¬ 
sible to produce the desired result unless the training be oontinuous and intensive. While 
under training, the nnit will be administered under the conditions obtaining for regular on its 
of the Indian Army, this condition being necessary in order to fit units of the Territorial 
Force to take their place side by side with tho first line in the shortest possible time. 

Special provision will be made for the University Training Corps, in which the periodical 
training can withont inconvenience be spread over tho period of residence. 

Details have necessarily been left to Rules and Regulations, as exx>crienoc alone can deter¬ 
mine the provisions most suitable for a force of this nature^ Subjoct to this limitation and 
to those entailed by the wider scope of the Territorial Foroe, the general principles correspond 
closely to those laid down for tho Auxiliary Force.

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs- on Thursday, » 
the 86th August 1980*-based en the Indian Daily Weather 
Reports of the period. 

1. While the Bay monsoon has been about as strong as usual during the week the 
Bombay omrent baa beta much weaker, giving no rain at all in a large part of northwest 
India. A depression slowly formed in the north of the Bay and towards the end of the 
week moved aorofcs the Orissa boast to the c<yihe»st of the Central Provinces, drawing into 
itself the Bombay as well as the Bay conent and giving widespread rain in Orissa, Chota 
Nagpur and the eaat of the Central Provinces. This depression should move northwest and 
bring rain into the Gangetio plain and the central parts of the oonntry. 

f • JJarwa.—Bainfall was nearly general in Lower Burma throughout the week ; in 
Upper Burma nearly general rain fell on the 22nd and 2ftrd, and there were local or scattered 
falls on the remaining days. 

Ncrihcabt India , including Oricsa .—There warn nearly general rain in Assam on the 
19th and 25th, in Bengal on - the 10th, 20tU and 24th, in Orissa between the 22nd sad 
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26th, in Chota Nagpur on the 24th and 25th, and in Bihar on the 25th j rainfall occurred 
locally or at a few stations daring the rest of the week in Bengal, on four other days in 
Assam, Chota Nagpur and Bihar, and on ono other day in Orissa. 

The United Province* 9 Central Indie and the Central /Verso###.—In the east of the 
Central Provinces nearly general tain fell between the 19th and 22nd and again on the 24th 
and 25th, and local rain on the remaining day. Rainfall was local in the east of the 
United Provinces on the 21st, 22nd, 23rd and 25th, in Central India West on the 19th, 
and in the west of the Central Provinces on the 25th ; a few falls ooeurred in the last* 
-mentioned area on three other days. In the west of the United Provinces rain was reported 
only from Bareilly, where a moderate fall oocnrred on the 21st. 

Northwest India. —Rain fell loeally in Kashmir and the north Punjab- on the 21st. 
Over the rest of the division the week was rainless except for a few seattered light falls in 
the North-West Frontier Province and Gujarat. 

The Peninsula.— -Rainfall was nearly general in the Konkan between the 19th and 
2Srdi and on the 25th, in Malabar between the 21st and 25th a in north Hyderabad on the 
19tb, in Mysore on the 21st and 22nd, in the Madras Deccan on.the 22nd, and on the north 
Madras ooaet between the 22tid and 24th ; it was loeal on one other day in the Konkan, on 
two other days in Malabar and the Madras Llcocan, on three other daya on the north Madras 
coast and in north Hyderabad, and on four other days in Mysore. In southeast Madras 
rain fell locally on the 19th and at a few station# on (ire other days. In the Bombay 
Deccan weather was dry except for a light fall at Bclgaum, while in south Hyderabad a 
moderate fall was registered at Hyderabad and three light falls at Hanambonda during the 
week.

Season* and Crop Prospeets for the week ending Saturday,' 

21st August 1920. 

Buraia. — During the week min full throughout the Province, it wan moderate in 
Lower Burma and in the wet saone of Upper Burma and light, in tho dry zone. Cultivation of. 
winter rice is proceeding satisfactorily in Lower Burma lut has been retarded in Upper 
Burma ter w^nt 4f min. Standing crops are generally good in Lower Burma and poor in 
Upper Burma. The health of cattle is generally satisfactory. The* prico of unhusked rice 
in Kan goon has fallen to Rs. 190 to 199, White rieo f-peeia!} is selling at Rs. *75 to 177. 

Assam. -The weather during the week was rainy a *ul beneficial to crops. Harvest¬ 
ing c£ autumn rice, jute mid jham crops, plucking of tea and transplanting of winter rice 
continue. Prospects and outturn of crops arc generally fair. Cattle disease is reported from 
eight districts. The price of common rice is practically stationary. 

Bengal.—The rainfall during the week was unevenly distributed, the fall being heavy 
over the greater part of northern Bengal and in the Mymensingh district and generally light 
to m derate elsewhere. The recent rainfall has facilitated field operations. especially In north 
Bengal and has improved prospects of standing erofw generally. Harvesting of autumn 
paddy and jute is well advanced iu eastern Bengal. Damage to jute and paddy hy floods 
continucM to bo reported fr»»m Midnapur and to jute l>y insects from * Nadia, Munshulabad, 
Jcssoftt ami Fabua. Th« l average price of eoimnon rice has fallen by about 0*28 per cent. 

Bihar and Orissa. —The rainfall during the week was general over the Province, 
the fall being mostly light. It was, however, moderate in the Santa! Parganas and Angul mid 
heavy in parts ol Purnea and 11asaribagh. Transplantation of paddy is being retarded l>y 
insufficiency of rain in parts of Mu/.a£farpur, Monghyr, Bhagalpui*, Furnea o:ui Mauldin irr, 
Mora raiu is still-wanted for paddy in Patna, Slialiabad ar.«l Sarar. Standing er *ps .*t", «-n the 
whole, doing well except in the flood affected tracts of Cuttack ami Pari. Some damage by 
foods has also been done in parts of Pnrhhanga and BhagaJpur. In Puri £0,M J persona 
were relieved gratuitously and 209 persons attended test. Wi*rk**‘. while in Cutf.ick *,0 
persons were given gratuitous relief. The price of com iron rice has rij.cn in live districts, 
fallen in Uiret>. and remained stationary in the remaining districts as corapaicd with that cf - 
the preceding week. The average price of local common rice at licadij carter* was V2h seers 
per rupee against 5*29 seers in the preceding week and that of make was 7-SG seers again v. 
7'9* seers in the preceding week. Cattle disease is reported from twelve dwtrieiH. The con¬ 
dition of standing crops in the Feudatory States of OrWa and Cliota Nagpur i* reported to 
be good. 

United Provinces.- Light rairt was received in mott |iartfi of the Provinces. More 
raiu is wauled in places. Slight damage to maize is reported from parte of a few districts. 
Prepnraiiou of land for spring crops, irrigation of autumn crops where necessary and trans¬ 
plantation of rice continue. Standing crops arc generally doing well and prosptvtg are. so 
far, ravouiahJc. The condition of agricultural stock is good though cattle disease is still 
prevalent in sonic districts. Fodder, water and market, supplies arc iiiflkieiit. Prices arc 
generally stationary with a tendency to ripe in some districts. 

Punjab.— During tho week the weather was gcueially dry and rain is badly wanted. 
The condition of standing crops Is generally good on irrigated and avorago on unirrigated 
areas. Autumn crops arc being sown in some districts. The area sown is normal. Cattle 
are healthy and fodder and water an) sufficient. Prices have risen slightly in some districts 
and* are stationary in others They range between normal and warning rates. Price of 
wheat:— Lahore Si and Fe lozepore 8£ seers per rupee.

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North-West Frontier Province. —During the week rain fell in two districts.

Fodder is sufficient. 

K a s hmir . —The week was generally d:y. Autumn ctfopB on dry lands are withering 
for want' of rain. Prices are fluctuating. 

Rajputana. —The weok was generally rainlesN. the maximum fall reported being 1- 
inch Cii cents at C.'hhabra in Tonk. Sowing of autumn crops has been completed. Weeding 
continues. More rain is needed generally. Crops arc withering or deteriorating except 
where irrigated. Agricultural sbx-k is good. Fodder and water are sufficient. Prices are 
stationary. 

Central India. The rainfall during tin* week was light to general except in 
Jliiodclkhand where it is badly wanted. Sowings of autumn crops have bmn almost com¬ 
pleted. Weeding is in progress. Fields are being prepared For spring crops in Gwalior. 
Standing crops are in fair to good condition except early crops whieh are withering for want 
of rain in parts of Gwalior. Agricultural stock is generally in good condition except for 
cattle disease in Gwalior, Indore, Hugh elk band, Malwa aud the Southern States. Prioes 
are high. 

Central Provinces.— The weather continues to be cloudy and warm. Light to 
moderate rain fell in all districts except Nitnar and Bnldana, enabling resumption of trans¬ 
plantation anti thinning operations which had been retarded in rico tracts. The rainfall 
during the week has also greatly benefited other autumn crops particularly on poor soils, 
which were withering for want of moisture. "The condition of standing crons is good aud 
prospects are favourable except in ttcrar and Balaghat, where shortage of rain continues to 
cause anxiety. Otherwise the economic conditions arc good but more rain is urgently 
required in most districts. Cattle arc faring well although disease prevails in sporadic form 
in pans of several districts. Fodder is adequate. Drinking water is insufficient in parts 
of Behar and Ifoshangabad. Thu general condition of the people continues to be good and 
labourers find ample employment on good wages. Prices of food grains and other commo¬ 
dities are fairly steady but arc still high. 

/■ cvriatory State *.—-Transplantation and thinning of rice continue. 

Bombay • -Light miu fell during the week in the Presidency Proper, improving ihe 
situation in parU of Sholapur and Aijapur.' Inundation in Sind is satisfactory. Sowing 
and transplantation generally continue. Seedlings are thriving hut want rain everywhere. 
Fodder and water are adequate. Cattle are thriving-. Prices are almost stationary. 

Hyderabad. —The rainfall during the week was fair and general, Nalgonda 
receiving 0*18 inches. The aversgo fall W the Dominions was 2*06 inches. Recent rains 
have much improved the condition of standing crops though more rain is required in parts.

Stand¬ 
ing crops are improving by recent rains but require more rain in parts. Ploughing, manuring 1 
sowing and transplanting operations are in progress. 


Coorg.—The week was generally rainy. Ploughing for and transplanting of paddy 
are progressing. Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder are available. The public 
health is fair. Prices of food grains are high. 

Madras* —The rainfall during the week wae heavy in K'ietna and South Kanara, 
moderate in the Deccan, Carnatic, Chittor, North Arcot, Salem, Malabar, the Hills and the 
drears except Kistna, ml in Tiiinevellcy and light or fair elsewhere. The rainfall to date 
is still short everywhere outride the west coast and the south. Standing crops in the Deccan 
have improved by recent raii.s but elsewhere they are fair generally except in Vizagapatam 
and uplands of Kistna. The outtnm of the harvested paddy and dry crops is generally fair. 
Sowing cf | addy and dry crops is proceeding but the operation is restricted in places for 
want of more rain. The condition of cattle is good generally. Water and pasture are 
insufficient in parts. Fodder is available. Prices are fairly steady. Prospects on the west 
const and in the south are good. Elsewhere except in the Circare and the Deccan, they 
are fairly satisfactory. The condition of crops in the Deccan and the Circars is rendered 
somewhat hopeful by recent rains.

completed fifteen years’ service. 

((J) \ local Government or Administration may appoint an officer of 
the Civil Veterinary Department serving in tin* Department 
to be Veterinary Adviser when his duties involve administrative' 
control of the Department. The emoluments of a Veterinary 
Adviser will be regulated as follows ;— 

(/) If the officer so appointed lias not completed 15 years’ service, 
be will draw pay on the ordinary time-scale and may be granted 
by the local Government or Administration a special duty 
allowance of Rs. 150 a month, provided that his combined pay 
ami allowance ft no time exceed Rs. 1,500. 

[ ii) When a Veterinary Adviser completes 15 years* service he will 
no longer draw the special fluty allowance but will be brought 
on to llie selection grade time-scale at. the minimum pay of that 
scale and will 1 hereafter draw jneieineiils according to that scale. 

(/#/) If the officer so appointed lias completed 15 years’ service* or 
more at the time of his appointment, lie will, if he has not already 
been appointed to the selection grade, draw pay according to 
the selection grade scale starting at the minimum. 

A separate communication will be made to the local Governments and Ad¬ 
ministrations regarding the appointments to the selection grade's of officers 
other than Veterinary Advisers. 

(7) Officers of the Imperial branch, however recruited, will, when serv¬ 
ing in Burma* he eligpile for a local (Burma) allowance at the 
normal rates according to salary. 

- (H) The posts of Director and First Bacteriologist, 'Second Bacteriolo¬ 

gist, Pathologist and Veterinary Officer at the Imperial Bacteriolo¬ 
gical Laboratory, Muktesar, are included ill the regular cadre of the. 
Imperial branch of the Indian Civil Veterinary Department with 
effect from the 1st December 1919. The post of Director and First 
Baeleriologisl is placed in the selection grade from the same flute. 

(9) The existing local allowance of Rs. 100 a month and the concession 
. of free house accommodation which is al present attached to them 
will be continued for nil posts at Muktesur. % 

(10) Officers of the Civil Veterinary Department are allowed to under¬ 
take* private professional practice in India subject to tho proviso 
that local Governments and Administrations may prohibit private 
practice when it appears to them likely to interfere with the 
efficient performance by an officer of his official duties.

operations undertaken up to the 31st May 1918, on the North-West Frontier of India ana 
elsewhere in the Indian Empire, including Aden, and in South and South-East Persia, I have 
the-honour to submit the following despatch dealing with minor operations undertaken 
subsequent to that date and up to 20th April 1919.

The riilo assigned to the Adt»n Pi»*ld Force was a« previously define 1, i tV, to maintain an 
active defence and h»ra«i8 the enemy. This Litter purpose was conaid'en ly ca ri^l out by 
frequent reconnaissances and minor ©§ erations, though activities were ne^sar ly limited by the 
extreme heat d .ring the summer men the, and in September an outbreak ot iu'humza to seme 
extent impaired the efficiency of the Force. 

The Royal Air Force continued to render invaluable rervico and co-operatad with the 
artillery in inn nyeteniatio bombardment of enemy camp*. 

On 3rd October a twe^sfiil attack was made on the enemy position? u*»:u- Handley Hill; 
onnsidcr&ble Ires was indexed on thoVmsmy who withdrew to the vit-inity «•£ t a 'iyiu*h 9 and mule 
little attempt to £ llow up our Mibsequcnt withdiawal. On the 22ni October a cavalry 
recon nai-pnrrc round the enemy’s left flame, supported by infantry and artilleiy, lod to slurp 
fighting agairist n mixed low of Turks and Arabs. The enemy followed up our ultimate 
withdrawal through the thick scrub north of Traad in considerable number** ami with deter¬ 
mination. A rter some dose fighting the enemy attack was beaten oil,» ur troop- bringing in 
all their wounded. In thi* and other skirmishes the Turkish troops sho.vo i n i dtttoriyra* ion In 
flght ing cpi *iiiios and appeared prepmed to spend ammunitiou freely when necessity nr. sc. 

On tlic 31st October news of the ministiee granted to Turkey was leecivod. On the 
2nd NoveinI ky tho terms w«-re ooriimunicated to General Ali Said Pasha, commanding the 
Turkish for. us at Lihcj, and on the 4th of November that officer visited Aden under a flag 
of truce Hu explained that he was unable to surrender without the authority of the Corps 
CJommnndcr at Sanaa, hut, negotiations with the latter having produced no result, he 
eventually agreed to surrender his tro >ps in spito of the onler of the Corps Commander. The 
surrender t ink place on the tftli of November and following days and totalled 18d officers and 
2,420 men with 2> guns and 2,000 rifles. 

Lahcj was occupied by our troops on the 0th December and the railway has- now been 
extended to the neigh hour bond of that place. 

The Turkish Commander nt. Hodoida having refused to comply with the terms of the 
armistice, a force was lauded there during the night, )3th-l4th December. The town was 
occupied on the morning of the 14th after slight resistance by the Turks. 

The evacuation of the Turkish forces from the Yemen was not finally completed till 
about the end of March 11)19. 


II.—South Pxksia. 

The British and Persian forces under the command of Brigadier-General Sir P*rcy 
Sykes, K.C.I.E., C.M.G., and subsequently of Colonel K. F. Ortoii, have on frequent occasions 
been engaged in operationu against the local tribes. 

In my despatch, dated 23rd July 1917, I referred to Sir P. Sykes’ Mission which 
was sent * to South Peisia from India for the purpose of raising a Persian force, under 
British officers, to. assist the Persian Government in restoring and maintaining order. By May 
1918, this force, known as the S- uth Persia Rifles, consisted of two regiments of cavalry, 
two batteries of artillery, two companies of engineers and six battalions of infantry, together 
with the necessary administrative units, and was organised in two brigades, located in the 
provinces of Pars and Kirman, with headquarters at Shiras and Rinnan, respectively. In 
addition to the British officers, the establishment of eaoh unit include a proportion of British 
non-commissioned officers. 

The escort of Indian troops which originally accompanied Sir P. Sykes’ Mission consisted 
of only 500 men of all arms, but the unsettled state of the country and the importance of 
securing the position of the South Persia Rifles at Shiras and of keepiug open a line of 
communication with the coast at Bandar Abbas, necessitated the despatch of reinforcements 
from India. ^ At the beginning of the period covered by this despatoh, the Indian troops in 
South Persia (excluding the normal garrisons at the Gulf Ports) amounted to I squadron# 3' 
companies of mounted infantry, 1 mountain battery andifc battalions, the bulk of which were 
located at Shiran- 

The creation of the South Pienia Rifles and the presence of Indian regular troops in the 
oountry a were misrepresented through the intrigues of Gorman agents in Persia as a threat to 
Persian independence. Persistent attempts were made to ondormino the loyalty of the South 
Persia Rifles, and in the Fars Brigade met with considerable success. Desertions on a large 
sesle began to occur, and it became necessary early in May to plaoe detachments of Indian 
troops in the posts at Abadeh and Dehbid, to guard the treasure and stores and to give some 
support to the British officers of the South Persia Rifles. Attempts to tamper with the loyalty 
of the Kirman Brigade wore less successful, and though the situation gave a cause for anxiety# 
the Brigade remained generally staunoh. 1 * 

The chief leader of disaffection was the Saulat-ud-Daulah, D Khani of the Qgohqais, who 
with Naarri-Diwan of Ksbstud appears to have aimed at the complete expulsion of the British 
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from South Persia. The promise of an easy victory over our troops at Shim, and of valuable 
loot in the sha|H> of rifles, ammunition, treasure, and other stores attracted a large following 
hut attempts to preach a holy war were only partially successful. 

The Su trial's first step was to lay siege to the South Persia Rifles po“t at Khaneh Zinian, 
his object apparently being to induce a British force to proceed from Shiraz to its relief, and 
tl'en t» f.ill upon it with his main body on its return journey. 

Accordingly, about two thousand Qasliqaia and Kazarunis laid siege to the post, while the 
Sauliit hipfFtlf, with four to live thousand in*-n, occupied a flank position near Khaneh Khabis. 
Simulfcin* oust\. agit-ition began in Shiraz city, and the mullahs and other hostile elements 
became more actively rrw/t-Britisb. 

To deal with the situation, a column 1,000 strong, w.is organised frjm the troopi in 
Shiraz, and the remainder of the garrison was concentrated info a previously arranged defensive 
perimeter. On May 25th the column, under the command of Colonel E. F. Orion, engaged 
the Sau1.it nc-.r Deli Shaikh, and inflicted on him a pc vere defeat. Tne enemy showj&bnvery 
and great mobility, frequently pressing to close quarters and endeivouring to work round the 
flanks j but our troops maintained a steady pressure in spite of great diflic.iltics of ground, 
and after a fight lasting fourteen hours occupied the enemy's camp at Khaneh Khahti. Our 
losses amonn ed to only 18 killed and 58 wounded, whereas the enemy is computed t.i have 
lost 250 killed and 450 wounded. 

The light at Deh Shaikh was not. decisive as the Saulat returned to Khaneh Khabis a few 
days later; but it produced a very salutary ©fleet on the gcner.il situation. It is much to be 
regretted that iie effect was too late to pi event the mutiny of the garrism at Khaneh Zinian, 
whcr» the British officer and non-c. mmissioned officer in charge of the post were i reachcrously 
murdered and the gates opened to the enemy, on the day on which the action was fought. 

With the rc-appearanco of the Saulat at Khaneh Khabis, the position at Shiraz booame 
one of considerable difficulty. The troops wen concentrate l in a perimeter of walled gardens 
which was strengthened by towers, and arrangements wero made for a protractc 1 siegs. The 
chief dangers were the untrustworthiness of the South Persia Rifles and the efforts of agitators 
to foment a rising in the native city. 

As so >n as the position became known in India, reinforcements amounting to two squad* 
reus, two guns and three onmpaoies were placed under orders to Bandar Abbas. The distance 
to Shiraz by this ronto is thirty stages as against fourteen from Busliire, but the latter route 
passes through the centre of the disaffected aim, and deliberate operations iu force would have 
been necessary to open it up. Owing to the extreme heat and scarcity of water operations in 
the coastal belt are impossible during tho summer months ; hence these m o force men ts had to 
be sent lid Bandar Abbas : but preparations were set on foot to utilise the better port facilities 
at Bushin) and to open up the mute by a deliberate campaign in the autumn. 

The reinforcements referred to above left Bandar Abbas in two echelons on 80th June and 
20th July. The march was an exceedingly trying one owing to the extreme heat, and the 
greater part of it had to be done at night; but tbe arrival of these additional troops at Said- 
abad had a markedly steadying effect on the general situation, and ensured the safety of the 
Kirman province. 

In the meantime, the Sanlat f s force at Khaneh Khabis had been reinforced to about 5,000, 
and agitation in Shiraz city had increased. Some minor skirmisher occurred during the early 
part of June, and on the 10th the Indian column moved out and iuflietcd severe punishment on 
a body of Kazarunia and Qashqais near Ahmadabad. The enemy's losses were estimated at 200 
killed and 300 wounded. In spite of this success, hostile demonstrations continued to increase, 
and on Jane 17th it became necessary to occupy certain commanding positions in the city. 
Thenceforward the position steadily improved. 

The end of June and beginning of July saw many defections from the Saulat'a force, 
which dwindled to about 1,000 men. On July 8th aii Indian column from Shiraz, under the 
command of Colonel E. F. Orton, decisively defeated this remnant near Chinar Haidar. Tho 
Saulat fled southwards pursued by Sardar Ehtesham (appointed 11 Khani of the Qashqaia in 
Saulat's place) with 2,000 tribesmen and a mixed detachment of 200 South Persia Rifles under 
an Indian officer. His Excellency the Uavam-ul-Mulk acoompaniod the force. On the 20th 
July, touch was gained with tho Saulat’s rearguard about 23 miles north of Firuzabad, pnd 
three days later his main body was defeated and Firuzabad occupied. . 

Meanwhile information had been received at Shiraz that the detachment of South Amm 
Rifles at Abadeh had joined the enemy and that the detachment of Indian troops (whipli, as 
explained above, had been put into the post when desertions had began to oocnr), was besieged*., 
Early on the 10th July, or less than 36 hours after the troops bad returned from the action at ’ 
Cbiqar Rabdar, a relief olumn left Shiraz under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel V. P. B. 
Williams, D.S.O., and performed a notable feat in covering the distance of 180 miles in 160 
hotm at tbe hottest season of the year. No serious opposition was encountered, and the 
column entered Abadeh on July 17th, tbe troops bring too exhausted after theft forced march 
to follow up the enemy's retreat.

By the middle of Ootober*>Waulnt hod again collected a following of about 2,200 moo. 

*' n October 1. th information waa received at Shiraz that he had advanced from Farrasliband in 
the Firuzabad Valley, and that Sardar Ehteabam and hie escort of South Persia Rifle* were 
besieged in Kushk fort 69 mile* from Shims. A column of Indian troops about 1,-100 strong 
left Shiraz under the command of Colonel E. F. Orton on October 20th, and engaged the 
enemy near hiruz&bad on October 2&rd and 24th. After a fcvgic fight tlio Saulat was decisive¬ 
ly beaten, his looses including about 150 killed,. a hundred of which occurred in one place, 
where two companies of the Burma Military Police MouuteJ Infantry intercepted bis lino of 
retreat. This action finally broke the Saulat's power, anil out of a following of about 2,200, 
only 350 accompanied him in hi* flight westwards to Farrasliband. , 

On the day following the ilofeut of the S.iulat, a virulent outbreak of influenza aMa>;kt$d 
the column, and resulted in the Ls* of 227 men out of a total of 1,11'). The South Persia 
Rifle* detachment Buffered more severely still, and in the surrounding districts the mortality 
.amounted in ►ouie doses to from 60 to SO per cent. The measure taken to eopo with tin 
epidemic during the return inarch of the column fr»m Firuzabad t-> Shirai refloat great credit 
on all rank*, who showed a high stindard of discipline and devotion to July in mist trying 
circumstances. 

Subsequent operations by troops from Shiraz in oo-opcv:itii*n with troops from Bushire in 
opening up tae trade route between Bushire and Shiraz have been dealt with in Part III. 

III.- OPERATIONS OF THE BUS III BE FIELD FORCE. 

As explained in the preceding paragraphs the outbreak at Shiraz in May 1018, necessitat¬ 
ed the reinforcement of Bush ire from India with the object of preventing tlio further spread 
of disorder and of organizing a base for a larger force nil Mild an advaiiH* on Shiraz become ne¬ 
cessary. In August, it became clear that deliberate operations e«»uiJ not he 1 avoided, and the 
following force was therefore assembled at Bushire under the command of Major-General 
J, A. Douglas, C.M.G., C.I.E. 

3 squadrons. Cavalry. 

1 battery, Indian Mountain Artillery. # 

1 section, 15-pr. B. L. guns (camel drawn). 

2 sections, 3-incli trench howitzers] 

2 field companies. Sappers and Miners. 

5 infantry battalions. 

1 pioneer battalion. 

Detaohment, Royal Air Force (5 aeroplanes). 

The conco titration of the force was considerably delayed by a e"Veru«outbrcnk of influenz*, 
and waa not completed till the 27th November. 

The objectives of the operations were 

(1) The construction of a light railway to Dalilci, and the form it ion of an ad vane'-d 

base at that place ; 

(2) A deliberate advance on Kazernn, in co-operation ‘with a oolumn from Shiraz, for 

the purpose of opening up the trade route between Bushire and Shiraz. 

Tho local Persian authorities wore instructed by the Persian Government to oo-operate. 

On September 23rd, the three hostile chiefs of Borasjuu, Cliahkutali and Tajikistan had 
arrived at Chsghadak, 17 miles from Bushire, with a following of 30) men, and announced 
their intention of resisting any attempt to construct a railway through their territory. On 
the 25th, a proclamation was issued by the Deputy Political Resident, stating that, with the 
concurrence of the Persian Government, wo were Bonding troops lo open up the road to Shiraz 
and to constrnot a railway to Daliki ; that wc would not interfere with peaceful inhabitants ; 
but that any attempt to oppose us would be severely dealt with. At tho same time the Deputy 
Governor wrote to the Khans pointing out the futility of attempting to resist. By the 26th, 
it became evident that tho Khans had no intention of coming to t arras, for their following hail 
increased to 000 men and they were busily engaged in digging tranches. A small o ilumn 
therefore moved out on the 28th across the Mashileh—tha belt of rand flat* which ssparatea 
Bushire from the mainland—and attacked Chaghadak with compiefco Bucm<« The enemy fled 
precipitately, leaving behind a considerable quantity of amraunitn. 

Military considerations^ pointed to an immediate occupation of Cliahkubah, but it was 
considered politically expedient to make no further advanoo for a few days iu order to give 
the Chiefs an opportunity of submitting. This they refused to do, and on tw* sicoessive 
nights our camp was heavily sniped. The column .having been reinforced, Chahkutah was 
occupied without opposition on Prober 9th. On the 10th, a small garrison was placed i a 
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the fort at Ahraadi, which «u found deserted. Owidf to the sairoity and bad quality o( the 
water at these places, the bulk of the troops remained at All Cta»gV where the supply, 
though not good, was fn ; rly plentiful- The light railway reaohed ChagWUk on the 10th 
October, but owing to constant breakdowns could only he used to a very limited extent (or 
the carriage of stores 

On October 1 Itli, brigadier-General A. M. S. Elsuic, C.M.G., vsirned command of all 
troops across the MsL-hileh. On the 15th October, a brother of the for n or Khan was 
installed in the foTt at Chahkutnli, and the garrison was withdrawn. A swill column of all 
sirmpwa* then despatched to Ahr.ttn whore one of the hostile Chiefs hnd established his head¬ 
quarters and where the German, Wa^pmus*, was also believed to he-j-but the enemy withdrew 
after lirii g :i few ishots at our cavalry, uud after damaging tlic fort ns much as possible, the 
column witl drew to Ali thangi. lh«rngjun and Daliki were occupied on October 23rd and 
29th respectively, ami ths construction of a motor road between Boras fun and Daliki was at 
once commenced. As otic of the rebel Chiefs ttill had a considerable anned following in the 
Lurdeli valley above Borasjun, two columns were despatched on the n’glit of the 30th October, 
with a view to ra : ding the valley r-arly the next morning. They encountered strenuous oppo¬ 
sition. The Chief himself succeeded in escaping but much of his property and n large amount 
of ammunition was destroyed. One of the columns, consisting of 100 titles of the 1-1 i 7th Mah- 
ratio?, came under heavy fire from the hills above them during the return march, an ! owing 
to ihe difficulty of lemoving their wounded, were obliged to halt till assistance Racked them 
next day. in this affair, our losses were 1-1 killed and 28 wounded. The enemy lost heavily \ 
23 dead were counted in one place alone. 

At the end of October the troops entered upon a period (if road making which continued 
till orders for the withdrawal of the force were received. The steep gradients and the exe¬ 
crable condition of tbe mule tracks by which the ascent of the Malu and Ksmarij passes is 
made, necessitated much hard work before they could be rendered passable for camels and so 
enable a g eneral advance to he made to Kazcran. 

fly the Otli November, the motor road from Borazjun to Dalibi was completed, and hy 
the 13th the lulk of the force moved to Daliki and commenced the const ruot inn of a camel 
road through the Filifili Pass. On the 18th November, the top of the Kotnl-i-Malu was occu¬ 
pied. In view of the sniping of our camp and Tatiacke on road picquets action was necessary 
against the local inhabitants, including the deportation of the Khan of Daliki and Ida brother, 
and the dettrueticn of the village of Jamileh. 

The Field Force was fully concentrated at Daliki on th< 24th November and a mobile 
column under the command of lirigaiikr-Geuciul A. M. fc*. Flsmie was ccnstito'ed, 
comprising the undermentioned units

2 sections, 35th (Reserve) Mountain Battery.

The 71st Punjabis, 2-34th Russell's Infantry, 2-llith Infantry, 2 squadrons, 16th Lancers# 
the|15-pr. Camel Section, Local Machine Gun Section and the 03rd Field Company, 2nd 
Sappers and Miners, formed the garrison of Busbire and defence Troops on tbe Lines of Com¬ 
munication. 

By the 18th December, a good camel road had been made to the top of the KotaM-Mala, 
and on the 19th, the whole of tbe mobile column, with the exception of the cavalry an£, one 
section Machine Gun Company, was concentrated at Cbarum. 

Beyond the village the old trank to ihe Ktnirij plain riseefor some threa xidjH up a 
defile between^ rocky hills, and then ascends very steeply along the side of a preoipitonr ravine 
to the top. On each side of the pass tbe hills, higher than the pass itself^are everywhere very 
steep and difficult and in many places precipitous. The pass, however, is commanded at a 
range of 4,600 yards from a Sign hill behind Cbarum village. The top was known to be held 
hy some 100 to 150 rifles, and they could be clearly seen from the hill overlooking it building 
can gars along the ridge. 

Two ctlumns were detailed to capture the pees on the morning of the 20th under cover 
of artillery fire form the hill behind Cbarum, and furth^r.qq vering fire was provided by on# 
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battalion kept io reserve with one section of machine gone posted on i ridge south-west of the 
pue. The left eolamn wme directed on a point shout one mile north of the pm, bat fsikd to 
resell the ereet in time to tako any part in the notion or to eat off the enemy's retreat towards 
Bshdar. The right column msde s direct attack on the pas* and on the hills immediately to, 
the north of it* the l-56th Coko's Rifles sdvsncing m a gallant manner up precipitous alooee 
commanded by the fire of the enemy's sangari; bat the covering fire was so accurate tout 
the enemy was unable to nse his rifles with any effeot, and the summit of the range was 
reached after a difficult climb with slight loss two hours after the attack commenced. The 
55th Rifles then pressed on and occupied Kamarij village. The position is a mist formidable 
one, and the enemy, though few in number, held on tenaciouidy, only retiring when our 
advanced troops reached the summit; that it should have been carrcd so quickly and with so 
few casualties reflects groat credit both on the planning and execution of uie attack. 

On the 25th November, the railway ranched Borasjun, which then became the advanced 
base of the striking force, lip to this point the country presents no difficulty for a railway 
slignment, but beyond Boraejun the ground is undulating and interacted with n»Ua*, and it 
soon became evident that with the very limited engineering staff available, the railway conld 
not reach Daliki before February at the earliest. Major-General Douglas therefore decided 
not to wait for the construction of the railway, but to confinuo the operations with Borasjun 
as railhead. This necessitateJ more transport being sent from Mesopotamia and India. After 
heavy rain had caused serions damage to ths line, necessitating tin- transfer of all labour from 
construction to repairs, i'„ was finally decided to discontinue the extension to Daliki and to 
concentrate all efforts on consolidating the existing track to Borasjun. 

The capture of Kamarij brought the advanced truo; s within 20 miles of Kazarun, but at 
this season of tho year the road from Shiraz over the Fir-i-Zan pass is liable to be blocked by 
snoW and co-operation on the part of the Shiraz oolumn was difficult. The latter, consisting 
of a mixed force of Indian troops and South Persia Rifles, under' the command of Colonel 
E. F. Orton, had suffered severely from an outbreak of influenza, and had been reported on 
as unfit to take part in n winter campaign in the high altitudes we*t of Shiraz. It was there¬ 
fore decided to await the arrival of more transport to make gn?d the deficiencies of the railway 
before making a further advance, and tneanvhile to employ the iro*ps on improving the roads 
between Charum and the Kazarun plain. This work,combined with reconn lissance of the sur¬ 
rounding country, occupied them till 25th January. S >me attempt was mad.: at first by the 
enemy to interfere with working parties, but on 27th December he attache 1, and our 
troops were never again molested. 

Between the 80th December and the 8th January, troops were despatched to Khurmuj 
and the Kh&viz valley to deal with the rebel Khan Zair Khidar who was compelled to retire 
to the upper part of the valley. 

By the 25th Jannary, the road from Charum was completed to a few miles beyond 
Rahdar, and sufficient transport had arrived to enable an advance to Ka zinin to be made. 
Kazarun was occupied on the 27th, and communication was ettahlishf-d with the Shiraz 
column on the 28th. 

Nasir Biwan, tho IocaI chief, had already left Ksz-iruti som? day* previously, and had 
retired with a following of fUUmen to Robatak, some 23 miles south-east. " Aeroplanes 
which had arrived from Mesopotamia on tho 9th January, were sunt to bomb Robafeik at 
the same time as the force advanced to Kazarun; considerable da nage was done and Nasir 
Diwan, deserted by most of his .following, fled to the hills. 

The object of the operations had now been attained; the trade route from Bushire to 
Shiraz was not only opeu to traffic, but the road itself had he<-n gieutly improved. By.the 
29th Maroh, when orders for tho withdrawal of the force wore received, it was possible for a 
Ford van to travel from Kazarun to Shiraz in a little over seven hours. Lirgo camel caravans 
are now moving regularly between Shiraz and Bushire over country that was formerly consi¬ 
dered impsisablo for any pack animals except mules and donkeys. 

The Bushire Field Force was confronted by physical conditions which demanded careful 
and deliberate preparation in order to maintain the force necessary for the accomplishment of 
.the objeots of the campaign. The success of the operations reflects great credit on the organis¬ 
ing powers of Major-U-cneral Douglas and his staff and is a testimony of the high morale of 
the troops, whether employed'on uneventful but essential improvements of communications or 
in operations against elusive tribesmen. 


IV.— Assam ansi Bueva. 

In the open season of 1918-19 punitive measures were undertaken in Burma and Assam 

3 ;ainet the Knki tribes, whose dopredalions had for two seasons been a source of annoyance to 
• frontiers of Upper Burma! Assam and Manipur State. 

Operations were u:.der the control of the Burma and Assam Governments and were 
carried out by oolnmns of military police from Burma and Assam, with a company of Sappers 
and Miners and certain other regular details. Lieutenant-General Sir II. D'U. Keary, 

turn *7 
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K.C.I.E., D.S.O., commanding the Burma Division, directed the operations, the executive 
command being in the hands of Licutonant-Colonoi (temporary Brigadier-General)'C.E.E.F.K. 
Macqnoid, D.S.O. The total force engaged amounted to iibout 6,200 oombatants and 8,300 
transport coolies and other nun-combatants. 

The area to he subjugated covered about 6,000 square miles with a Kuki population 
estimated at 40,000. The whole of this area is a mass of hills from 2,000 to 9,000 feet high, 
covered with dense forest through uhich paths and jungle tiacks aro few. 

The plan of operations was to pi event a combination of the Kuki tribes by dividing the area 
into sub-areas and enclosing the latter by chains of small fortified posts, and to overrun the 
country and harass the enemy by small mobile columns and active patrols based on these posts. 

Operations began in November 1018 and according to plan resolved themselves into a 
aeries of operations carried out simultaneously in the various sub-areas. By the end of May 
1919 the plan had hern successfully carried out, the troops had been withdrawn, and the area 
handed over to tlie civil authorities. 

The whole of the disturbed area lias been traversed and opened up by 752 miles 
of new bridle paths; all rebel leaders of importance have been killed <r captured, or 
have surrendered : the tI'ibemicn have been thoroughly subdued ; and the whole area disarmed. 

The cimjiaign was thus brought to a most, satisfactory ennobl'dou, anil reflects great 
credit on Lieutenant-General Sir H. Keary and his subordinates. 

V. — 1 Transca^pta. 

Consequent on the general disruption in Russia and the spread of Bolshevism in Trans- 
caspia, it became necessary in July 1918, to increase our force in North-East Persia to 
combat Tnreo-German activities, which were known to have the close support of the Bolshe¬ 
viks and to be direct**! through Afghanistan against India. 

In the same month an -Bolshevik rising broke out in Kizil Arvat and A^ksibad 
and spread rapidly ab>ng the railway to beyond the Oxus. To deal with this rising, the 
Tashkent Bolsheviks despatched considerable force's, well equipped with artillery, machine gum* 
and aeroplanes. The Transcaspian troops, who were without any such equipment, were forced 
back acrns'i the Oxus and were in danger of losing their hold on the Merv t asis, on which they 
depended not only for supplies but also for Turkoman support. They appealed for assistance 
from our force in North-East Persia, then under the command of Major-General W. Mallodon, 
C.B., C.I.E., stud on August 11th two maoliine guns with detachments were sent across the 
frontier to Bimum Ali, 15 miles east of Merv. 

On August 12th the Bob*heviks drove tho Transcapians from the Bairam Ali position, 
and the withdrawal was continued through Merv as f*T as Dushak. In the official Transca*- 

S ian report of this lighting, it is admitted that but for the presence of our machine gun 
etaohmeut, (he retreat would have been a debacle. 

It became evident that unless some further support was extended to the demoralised 
Tran snap pians the Bolsheviks would recover the whole of Traiiscaspia an far as Krasnnvodak, 
where they would be able I*» get in Louch with the Turkish forces then approaching Baku aud 
with the Bolshevik troops at Astrakhan. As many Iroip- as could be spared from East Persia 
were therefore went into Transoaspia and by August 25tli our detachment at Kaakha amounted 
to 590 men. On August 28th the Bolsheviks attacked the Kaakha position in force, but mainly 
owing to the gallant s nd skdful conduct of our Indian datachment they were ropulsed with 
heavy loss. 

On Augu-t 9th a reinforcement of one company of tlir I -1th Bn., Hairi|M*hire Regiment 
and one sjotion, 14th Battery, Royal Field Artillery, joined our force at Kaakha from Krasno- 
vodsk. The pt;ri-«l Augu-t 29th to* September 10th was spent in improving the position and a 
Bolshevik attack on September 11th completely broke down under the accurate fire of the two 
British guns. A further attempt on September 18th was equally unsuccessful, but owing to 
the lack of sufficient cavalrr we were prevented from reaping the full fruit* of the victory. 
These successive defeats apparently completely destroyed the Bolshevik moral aud the action of 
the 18th September was their last offensive against us for many months. 

Meanwhile, the imminent fall of Baku and the marked increase of Pan Islamic propaganda 
throughout Transcnspia necessitated the despatch of further reinforcements and on 
September 16th two squadrons of Indian Cavalry loft Meslicd for the front. Tho arrival 
of these additional troops male an offensive possible and on October 14th tho Bolshevik position 
at Duabnk was attacked and captured with heavy los-* to the enemy in men and material. 
The arrival of enemy rcmfommuMits, which neither the Russians nor Turkomans were prepared 
to resist, neeemtatod the t^mpoiary withdrawal of our troops, but as a result of the action 
the Bolsheviks eventually abandoned Kushk And the whole of the Merv oasis. 

On the 15th January 1919, our force in Tianscaspia was placed under the command of the 
General Officer Commanding, British Expeditionary Force, Constantinople; during this period 
no further operations of importance took plaoo. 

The force has s?ince been withdrawn into North-East Persia, where it is co-operating with 
the Persian Government in protecting Khorasan from Bolshevik incursion*. 
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BAST PERSIA CORDON AND LINE OP COMMUNICATION. 

As explained in my despatch, dated the 15th September 1918, our cordon of troop* in 
East Persia had l«en extended early In the year as far north as Meshed. As the size of our 
Coroe in North-East Persia increased owing to the situation in Transuaspia, this cordon was 
gradually developed into a line of oommunic it ion, and in September 1918 was placed under 
the orders of the General Officer Commanding, 4th (Quetta) Division. In February 1919 
railhead reached Duadap from Mir jama and the ro^l system runs thence through Nuh, Hirjuml 
and Turbat-i- Haidari to Meshed, which became the headquarters or onv force in North-East 
Persia after our withdrawal from Transo »sp : .a. Ileyond dealing with minor rail* by lieal 
tribes, no operations have been undertaken on this line of coinniuniuation dining the period 
under review. 

VI.—PROTECTION OF INDIAN COASTS. 

Owing to the altered state of affabs brought about by the feigning of the arinistioe, it was 
found possible in December 1918 t«» suspend, with the c incurrence of the Secretary of Slat- 
and the Naval Commandcr-iii-Chief, East. Indies, both the precautionary stage in the defended 
ports, and the operation of the Indian Coastal Look-out Scheme. In a previous despatch I 
have acknowledged the valuable advice and assistance afforded to me by the Naval Commander- 
in-Chief in all matters connected with coast defence.

Rainfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday, 
the 18th August 1920. based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Reports of the period. 

X. During the first £sur days of the week the activity of the monsoon was controlled 
by a depression which formed over south Hernial r-nd moved to Central Indio Ka*t. Bn to fall 
was accordingly widespread in the Gangelio plain, and in Chota Nstgmir where it was parti¬ 
cularly heavy. On the 9th and 1 Otlt condition? sere those dinracf crist in of a break, hut on 
the 11th a depression was probably forming at the head of Kay. In the Peninsula I ho 
monsoon remained very weak and little rain fell in the interior.

Season and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

14th August 1920. 

Bqnna. —Tho rainfall daring tho week was general throughout Lower Burma, 
the fall being heavy in tho maritime and delta districts. In Upper Burma, the rainfall was 
deficient in the dry zone and adjacent districts. Cultivation of winter rice is progressing 
satisfactorily in Lower Burma. In Upper Burma sowing of autumn crops has been completed 
and of winter crops has begun but is being hindered by want of rain. Standing crops arc 
(generally in g >od condition but more rain is wanted. in tho dry /.one. The health of 
livestock is fair. Tho price of lyihusked rice at Rangoon is Rs. 20U-2U5 and of white riots 
(specials) is stationary at Rs. 480. 

Assam. —The weather is seasonatde and hot. More rain is wanted in most districts 
for the harvesting of autumn rice, juto and jkum crops. Plucking of tea and transplanting 
of winter rice continue. The outturn and probpccts of crops are generally fair. Cattle 
disease is reported from seveft districts. The price of common rice is practically stationary. 

s Be ng al.— ’During the week light to moderate rain fell generally throughout the 
Province. More rain is required, especially in northern districts for transplantation of 
winter paddy and steeping of jute. Elsewhere Held operations are progressing satisfactorily. 
Some damage to jute by insect pests is reported from adia, Murshidabad, Jessore and 
Pabna. Autumn paddy, sugarcaue and other standing crops are generally hopeful. The 
average price of common rice has fallen by about 0*23 per cent. 

a 

Bihar and Orissa. —The rainfall was general all over tho Province, the fall being 
heavy in the greater part of Chota Nagpur, Gaya, Champa run, Balaaure and Samh&lpur and 
in parts of Shababad, Purnea and Angnl and light to moderate iu the rest of 
the Province. Transplmntatbs of winter paddy is going on, but more faun is wanted 
for the purpose in Darbhanga, Purnea and parts of the Santal Parganas. Standing crops 
arc doing Well except in parts of Cuttack and Puri where damage to crops has been done by 
floods. Some damage to bhadoi crops bjfexopssivo rain is also reported from Shalxabad, 
Hasaribagh and Palamau. In Puri 20,17(3 persons were relieved gratuitously and 228 

K raons attended test works, while 4,14tf persons ^ were given gratuitous relief in Cuttack. 

e price of common rice has risen iu seven districts, fallen in three and remained station¬ 
ary in the remaining districts as compared with that rf the procoding week. Tho 
average price of looal common rice at headquarters was 5*32 seers a rupee against 5*40 seers 
of the preceding week and that of maize was 8* 03 seers against 7*SU seers of the preoeding 
week. Cattle disease is reportod from seven districts. 

United Province.—Good and general rain was again received throughout the 
Provinces. A break is generally needed. Tho incessant rain his retarded agricultural 
operations for autumn crops and hes caused some damage to crops in parts of certain districts. 
Preparation of land for spring CTops and sowing and weeding of autumn crops continue. 
Transplantation of late rice has begun. Standing crops are doing well except where damaged 
by excessive rain. Prospects, on the whole, are favourable. Agricultural stock is'generally 
in a satisfactory condition, though cattle disease is still prevalent in a number of districts. 
Fodder, water and market supplies are sufficient. Prices axe mostly stationary. 

Punjab.—During the week light or moderate rain fell in nearly all the reporting dis¬ 
tricts and was useful. Sowings of autumn crops continue and arc generally normal. The 
condition of standing crops is generally good. Reaping of fodder has commenced it! a few 
districts fend the yield is expected to bo normal, (kittle are healthy. Fodder and water 
mre sufficient. Prices have fallen in some districts and are stationary in others ; they ranges 
between normal and warning rates. Price of wheat:— Ambala and Rawalpindi 7 k and 
Ferozeporo, Lahore and Lyallpnr 8J seers per rupee. 

North-West Frontier Province* —During the week rain fell in one taken. 
Sowing of certain ^autumn crops is proceeding in throe districts. Tho price of wheat in 
Peshawar was 101 seers and in Dora Ismail Khan 7| seers per rupee. 

Jammu.—The rainfall during the week was good. There was a slight fall in prices. 
Fodder is sufficient. 

ICAffhalr.—The maize crop is withering for want of rain, while other crops are average. 
Prices are fluctuating* The Weather is dry, 

mj" \ 
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Hajpatana. —The rainfall during the week was general and evenly distributed. It 
! was somewhat lighter than that of the last week. A break is now needed as there has been 
some damage to maize and cotton by excessive rainfall. Sowing of autumn crops has been 
nearly completed. Weeding is progressing. Agricultural stock is in good condition. 
Fodder and water are sufficient. Prices are falling in places. 

Central India. —The rainfall during th« week gas general. Autumn crops are being 
sown and weeded. Standing crops are fair to good, except for damage by continuous rain in 
Dhar and Jobat and by rats in Dewas. AgricnlLural ►took is generally in good condition 
except for cattle disease in a Indoro, Bagbelkhand, Malwa and the Southern States. Prices 
are high 

Central Provinces. —Tho weather continues to be cloudy. Narsingpur, Bilaspnr, 
Balaghat ami the districts of the Jubbulpore division received moderate to heavy rain. 
Chanda, A kola and Aniraoti had practically no rain. The remaining districts received 
light showers, nowhere exceeding 84 cents. Owing to insufficient rainfall transplantation 
and 6t««t operations have been suspended in rice tracts and tho growtli of cotton plants has 
been stunted in Akola and Amraoti, where some anxiety is felt about agricultural prospects. 
Otherwise tho condition of standing crops generally is satisfactory at present, but more rain 
ia urgently retpiired almost throughout the Provinces. Agricultural stock is generally in 
good condition* The supply of fodder and water is somewhat inadequate in Berar. 
The price of gram in Ntrsingpur and of rice in Amraoti rose by one seer per rupefe. 
There were no marked variations elsewhere. 

Feudatory State f.—More rain is needed in certain States for transplantation and 
thinning of rice. 

Bombay. —The rainfall during the week was general but partial and more rain 
is still needed in parts of Bast Deccan and the Karnatak. Inundation in Sind is satisfac¬ 
tory. Sowing and transplantation generally continue. Seedlings arc generally thriving 
except in parts of Sh olapur, Bijapur and the Southern Maratlia Country States. Fodder 
«A water are adequate. Cattle are thriving, ibices are almost stationary. 

Hyderabad. —During the week there was scanty rainfall all over the Dominions. 
The average tall was 51 cents. Autumn crops arc being weeded but stand badly in need of 
rain in seven districts and arc withering in two. Sowing of early rice continues and lands 
for spring crops arc under preparation. Water scarcity is repotted* from seven districts 
and cattle disease prevails in parts of six districts. Prices of* grains continue to bo high# 
showing an upward tendency. Jnar is selling at 4£ seers pur rupee in the Raich or district. 

Mysore —The rainfall during the week was fair in the Kadur district and light 
elsewhere. Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder are available. _ Markets are 
well supplied. Prices of food grains arc high. Prospects of th*> season are fair. Standing 
* crops are suffering for want of ruin which has also suspended sowing operations in parts. 

Coorg. —Tho rainfall during the week was moderate. Ploughing for and trans¬ 
planting of paddy continue. Cattle are generally healthy. Water and fodder are available 
and public health is fair. Prices of food grains arc high. 

Madras. —The rainfall was very heavy in South Kanara, heavy in Malabar and 
Cochin B moderate iu Ganjam, Vizagapatam Agency, Godavari, Madras and Kamnad, nil in 
Anantapnr and light or fair elsewhere. The rainfall to date is short everywhere ontside the 
west coast, and the south. Standing crops are fair generally except in tho Deccan. Vizagapatam 
uplands. Ki*tnu and Gur.tur. Tho outturn of the harvested paddy and dry crops ia {generally 
fair. Sowings of paddy and dry crops are •progressing. The oondition of cattle is good 
generally. Water and pasture are insufficient in parts. Fodder is available. Prices are fairly 
steady. Prospects on the west co.ist and iu the south are good. Else where, oxoept in the 
Deccan, they arc fairly satisfactory. In the Deccan, for want of rain, early cultivation is 
limited and crops sown are suffering.

irenther in India during Jan* and July. 

The Arabian Sea monsoon appeared on the Malabar coast on the normal 
date. Its extension into the Peninsula ivas delayed by the formation oI a 
storm oil the Bombay const, but even after its establishment inland the current 
lias been decidedly loss active than usual from the Central Pru\iuces south* 
wards. 

The Bay monsoon arrived in northeast India on June 13tli nt about tint 
normal date, hut has given less rain than usual in B >ngil and Assam. A series 
of depressions coneunt rated the monsoon curronts mainly in the area between 
Chet a Nagpur and llajputana. 

The total rainfall of June and July in the plains of India was normal hut 
was very irregularly distributed. Thus, while Oris-,a, Chota Nagpur, the United 
Provinces, llajputana. Central India West and Malabar had excesses Tanging 
from per cont to 87 per cent, rainfall was in considerable defect over the 
greater part of the Peninsula and northwest India.

JSfects (f the carious factors. 

9. During the past two months weather appears to hare been, mainly con¬ 
trolled by the pressure conditions at Mauritius and in South America, and by 
the excess ire snowfall in the mountains to the north and west. The latter 
has prerented the monsoon from giving widespread rain in the Punjab and 
North-West Frontier Province until the last week of July : the abundant rain¬ 
fall of June in the latter area was due to a continuation of the western depres¬ 
sions and not to the monsoon. These depressions appear now to be no more, fre¬ 
quent than usual. It is true that in Rnjputana the rain has boon heary in 
spite of the effect of snowfall: but this was caused by the cyclone that crossed 
the Kathiawar coast early in June and by the fact that when once a tract 
of country receires a delugo every disturbance that passes seems forced to a 
generous contribution. Por abundant rain in India pressure should be high 
in South America and low at Mauritius, the former aOecting mainly northwest 
India and the latter the Peninsula ; also high pressure in South America tends 
to be followed by low pressure at Mauritius, and low pressure by high at 
Mauritius. Before June this year South American pressure was low and it 
was followed in June and July by high pressure at Mauritius, with scanty rain 
in tiro Peninsula; hut since .Tune pressure has been in excess in South America, 
and there is therefore reason for hoping that prossuro may fall at Mauritius and 
rain may improve in the Peninsula. But until that occurs the improvement is 
unlikely. 

Farther indications regarding the rainfall of August and Soptcmber may lie 
obtained from the distribution of pressure in India in July. That of the past 
month has been noutral as regards northwest India but unfavourable for the 
Peninsula, excluding Malabar which usually fares well when the rest of the 
Peninsula has scanty rainfall. 

In northeast India and Burma the monsoon is strengthened by the condi¬ 
tions which deprive the Peninsula of its rain; and the outlook is therefore 
favourable. 


Summary. 

(a) For northwest India, and in particular the Punjab, the prospect .of 
rainfall in August and September is now fairly normal. * 

(4) For the Peninsula, excluding Malabar, the prospect is distinctly less 
favourable than in northern India though there are grounds for 
hoping that an improvement may occur later in the season. 

(o) For northeast India and Burma the conditions are those usually 
followed by an excess of rain.

RESOLUTION. 


The Government of India have had under consideration for some time past 
the question of the revision of the pay and prospects of the Imperial Customs 
Service and have received memorials on the subject from officers of the Service. 
They recently submitted proposals to His Majesty's Secretary of 8tate- for 
India, who has now been pleased to sanction the revised rates of pay for the 
Imperial Customs Service shown below. These revised rates of pay will take- 
effect from the 1st December 1919.

2. The existing local allowances granted to Collectors stationed at Bombay 
Calcutta and Bangoon will be abolished .with effect from the 1st December 1919 
&e new scale of pay of those officers having been fixed sufficiently high to 
render their continuance no longer necessary. 

3. All Assistant Collectors stationed at Bombay, Calcutta and Rangoon, 
will continue to be entitled to a local allowance of Ra. 75 a month, ft h<ia 
been decided, however, that no increase in this rate is justified and that the 
grant of a similar allowance to Assistant Collectors at other ports is not 
nocessary. 

The special duty, local or conveyance allowances at present drawn by 
Assistant Collectors holding certain particular appointments will not hie 
affected by these orders, 

A In bringing officers at present in the service on to the revised time 
scales of pay the following principles will be observed 

(a) Collectors end non-Civilian Assistant Collectors will 'count their 
past permanent service in the Imperial Customs Department 
tor increments.' , 

(5) Civilian Assistant Collectors will count for increments all continuous 
service in the Department whether officiating or permanent. 

5. («) Permanent or officiating Collectors, whose pay or salary according 
ta the revised scale falls short of the pay or salary plus local allowance which 
they were drawing on the date of introduction of the revised scale, will bo 
granted a personal allowance to make up - the difference, of which so much a» 
represents local allowance under the old scale will be treated as local allowance. 
This personal allowance will be absorbed in accordance with the principle ot‘ 
Article 61, Civil Service Regulations, and in, the case of officiating Collectors 
it will cease to bo drawn from the date of reversion from the post of Collector. 

(i ii ) Officers who msy have drawn, before the dato of this Resolution, 
emoluments in excess of those admissible under the new scale will not. be 
required to refund the amounts overdrawn. 

(tit} As. heretofore, increments will be granted only for approved 

service. 

(in) As at present all appointments to the Collectors’ grade, whether 
acting or permanent, will lie made by selection and seniority will not give any 
Assistant Collector a claim to a Collectorahip. 

(e) All probationers. Whether recruited in England or in India, will start 
on the minimum pay of Rs. 350 a month, but increments during their proba¬ 
tionary period will continue to be regulated by tbo principles laid down in 
paragraph 3 of the Resolution of'the Government of Iudia in the Department 
iff Commerco and Industry No. 7552-7563-14, dated the 9tli October 1912. 

6. The following special orders will apply to tbo officers mentioned 
below 

(1) Promotion to the special appointment of Collector on Rs. 3,000 

will he by selection only. The present senior Collector .Mr. 
J. A. Stevens will be tho first incumbeut.

16. No aooount will be taken of a voting paper unless it is returned to the Returning 
Officer not later than the day before that fixed for the counting of votes, or if for any of the 
reasons given in regulation 19 it is invalid. 

17. The election shall not be invalidated because an elector to whom a voting paper has 
been duly forwarded failed to receive it in time to enable him to return it to the Returning 
Officer not later than the day prescribed. 

18. An elector to whom a voting paper has bean sent under regulation 16 may mark it 
in favour of the candidate for whom he desires to vote and pur it into an envelope bearing i no 
mark outside, and close the envelope and place that envelope with aooveung letter in a' 
second envelope, and cause the envelope containing the closed envelope and the covering 
letter to be delivered by post or otherwise to the Returning Officer of the constituency, pro¬ 
vided that account will not be taken of the voting paper in the closed envelope noless the 
covering letter which accompanies it bears on it the signature and electoral number of the 
elector, and is countersigned by the Returning Officer, or hy a Justice of the Peace, or by any 
Magistrate having jurisdiction in British territory, or by a Polticial Officer not lower in rank 
than an Assistant Political Agent of a State in India or by the Chief Judge of a State in 
India, who shall certify that tne elector has signed the covering letter in his presence and 
that the elector is personally known to him or has been identified by some person who is per¬ 
sonally known to him. 
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10. A voting paper shall he invalid if it is left blank or if it is marked with a cross 
opposite the name of more than one candidate, or with more than one cross opposite the name 
of a oandidate« or with a cross so plaeed as to render it doubtful for which candidate the 
elector intended to vote, or with any msrk by which the clcotor may afterwards be identified. 

2C. The Returning Officer shall open all envelopes receded by him before the dat<» 
fixed for the counting of votes ; and shall make a mark in the electoral roll against the name 
of the elector purporting to sign the covering letter to indicate that his voting paper has been 
returned; and in every case in which the covering letfer is duly authenticated shall deposit 
in a locked and sealed ballot box the closed envelope containing the liallot paper unopened, and 
iu another locked and sealed box the covering letter. 

21. The box need for the deposit of voting papers during the recording of votes shall be 
constructed so that, when the box is looked, papers can be introduced therein, but cannot, be 
withdrawn therefrom without the box being unlocked, and the box Bliall be marked with 
the words '* Ballot Box, Council.of State, Punjab Constituencies.” 

22. If a closed envelope containing a voting paper is received by the Returning Officer 
purporting to contain tlio voting paper of an eleoior whose covering letter is not duly authen¬ 
ticated or whose name has already been marked as having voted, the Returning Officer shall 
endorse the envelope containing the voting paper with the name of the elector and his electoral 
number, and shall place it with its covering letter in a separate packet and deal with such 
voting paper as a tendered vote voting paper. 

23. The Ri turning Officer shall notify to the candidates, or their agents the place, date 
and time fixed by him for the counting of v cites and at such place, date and time he shall— 

(aj open the ballot box, 

l bj separate the voting papers which be deems valid from those which he deems invalid, 
and endorse ou the latter ' invalid' and the reasons for wiiioh he considers 
invalid, 

(r) count the valid votes given to each candidate or cause them to be counted, 

(d) make out in Form No. II appended to these Regulations an account of voting 
papers issued and returned and of tendered vote voting papers, ” ' 

(?) make into separate packets sealed with the prescribed seal and marked outside 
with the name of tlie constituency and of the nature cf the contents, the voting 
papers returned, 4he covering letters received wirh voting papers deposited in 
the ballot box, the tendered vote voting papers with their covering letters, 
the counterfoils of the votii g papers which have been issued and the marked 
copy of the electoral roll, and 

(/) prepare and certify a return setting forth— 

(1) the result of his verification of the voting pope** account, 

(2) the names of the candidates for whom valid votes have been given, 

(3) the number of valid votes given for each candidate, 

(4) the nume of the candidate elected, 

(5) the number of invalid votes, and 

(6) the number of tendered votes. 

24. The c. unting of votes shall be continued so as to be completed without an adjourn¬ 
ment. 

25. The decision of the Returning Officer as to any question arising in respect of any 
voting paper at the counting of votes shall bo final, subject to a decision on an election 
petition, if any. 

2C>. Af ter the completion of the counting of the votes, the Returning Officer shall for¬ 
ward for safe custody to the Ltepusy Commissioner of the district in which the counting of, 
votes took place ull the papers dealt with by him. ° . 

27. The Returning Officur shall -end a copy of fie cirtilicate prepared by him to the 
Secretary to the* Govern men l of India in the Legislative Department and shall permit any 
candidate or his agent to take a copy or an extract of the certificate. 

2S. While in custody of the Deputy Commissioner, the packages received from a Return¬ 
ing UUlcer shall not be opened and their contents shall not he inspected or produced, except 
under the orders of a competent court or of election Commissioners, but all other documents 
relating to the election shall be open to pubho inspection, subject to such conditions as iho 
local Government may prescribe. 

29. The Deputy Commissioner shall maintain a register of sll packages in his safe 
custody showing the nature of the contents of each package and the constituency to which it 
relates and he shall retain the packages for a year and shall, unless otherwise directed by tlm 
order of a competent authority, cause them to be destroyed without inspection.

RESOLUTION. 

Simla, the 4th August, 1920, 

No. 1279-F.E. —The Secretary of State lias been pleased to sanction the 
following revised system ot recruitment and the following revised rates of puy 
for the Indian Finance Department. 

The proposals of the Government of India were laid before the Secretary of Stute 
in a despatch dated Oth February 1019 ; their reconsideration was directed in his 4 ’ 
reply dated 31st July 1010, and the revised proposals submitted to him were 
sanctioned, with some modifications, in a despatch dated 3rd June 1020. 

2. The recruitment of probationers will in future ordinarily be made in India 
only, but it will be supplemented by the. enlistment of members of the Indian Civil 
Service and, to such extent os may be found to be necessary from time to time, but 
without any fixed proportion to the total recruitment of the Department, of officers 
recruited in Kurofie on special terms. Recruitment in England will include not 
only men of technical attainments required for special purposes, but also men who, 
besides possessing special qualifications, may be looked upon as available for the 
ordinary work of tbe Department. 

3. Four appointments in (lass I df the General List, two appointments of 
Accountants General on Ks. 2,250—100— 2,750, and one appointment on its. 3,000 
will be reserved fur memlicrB of the Indian Civil Service. The posts in the General 
List reserved for the Indian Civil Service are intended to provide for the necessary 
training for the higher pysts in the Department and to meet other requirements 
for which training in accounts is necessary. A member of the fndian Civil Service 
brought in fortraming will not count for the first year of his period of training against 
the four posts in the General List so reserved for the Indian Civil Service. The pay 
of an Indian Civil Service officer in the General List will be his pay in the time-scale 
of the Indian Civil Service together with p, special allowance of Ks. 200 per mensem 
which will count as pay for all purposes. The senior time-scale of the Indian Civil 
Service may be applied to a member of the Indian Civil Service in the General List 
after the 8th your of service, unless for any special reason the Government of India 
desire in any particular euse to vary the rule by restricting it or the reverse. 

4. An officer recruited in England under the conditions mentioned in para¬ 
graph 2 above will l>c placed on the general time-scale set forth below at a point 
suitable to liis age and will receive an addition to, his pay which will be personal to 
himself and not fixed by general rule. 

5. Officers recruited in India will be on a time-scale beginning at Rs. 350 and 
rising by annual increments of Us. 50 to Rs. 4,400 in the 22nd year of service. .Incre¬ 
ments, as heretofore, will lie given only for approved service. An officer recruited 
in India to the Department anil be-on probation for two yours, during which lie wil I 
bo under training, and will not be eligible for the first increment lijif il he has passci i 
the fust Departmental examination, nor for the second iiicren cut until he has passed 
the second. Officers so recruited to the Indian Finance Department will be eligible 
for selection to (1) appointments in Gluss l carrying u progressive pay of Ks. 1,500 
rising by annual increments of Its. 00 to Us. 1,800; (2) appointments as Accountant 
General, seven of which will be on a time-scale of Us. 2,250 rising by annual incre¬ 
ments of 11s. 100 to Rs. 2,750, and (3) to three spci ial appointments as Accountant 
General which will carry a pay of Rs. 3,000. 

6. All existing incumbents, including members of the Indian Civil Service 
now in the Department, will retain their present time-scale of pay and will bo 
granted an addition to pay at the rate of -£rd of their substautire pay on tire existing 
8 "ilo up to and including the 7th year of Rervicc; at The rate of jth of their, 
substantive pay with a minimum of Its. 200 from the 8th year up to and including the 
loth year of service; and at the rate of I -5th of t heir substantive pay with a minimum 
of Rs. 250 and a maximum of its. 300 from the 10th year of service to the fenil of the 
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time-scale and through the selection grade ol Us. 1,600 rising by annual increments 
of Its. 00 to Its. 1,800. The following table shows the additions to pay according 
to length of service:—

7. The initial pay of Accountants General, whether members of the Indian 
Civil Service or not, and their future increments on the new scale wilt Be fixed 
according to the length of time during which they have, prior to the introduction of 
the time-scale, drawn a salary equal to or in excess of Rs. 2,250 per rnp.nw m 

8. The salary of an officer now in Class II will, when he is officiating in Class I, 
be regulated as if the Class I appointment carried a pay of Rs. 1,800 rising by 
Rs. 60 to Rs. 2,100, the figure at which the present scale of Rs. 1,500 risirfg by Rs. 60 

. to Rs. 1,800 will stand for existing incumbents. That is to say, the officer so acting 
will draw his time-scale pay filua the addition to pay specified in paragraph 6 above, 
plus acting allowance on an appointment carrying the pay of Rs. 1,800 rising by 
Rs. 60 to Rs. 2,100. 

0. The Government of India have reserved for further consideration the con¬ 
tinuation of the allowances attached to some of the appointments in the Finance 
Department. Fending a decision on this point, these allowances will continue to be 
drawn. 

10. The revised rates will have retrospective effect from the 1st December 1919.

RESOLUTION. 

No. 4874. —The Government of India have been in correspondence with 
the Secretary of State regarding the improvoment of the position of officers of 
the Superior Establishment of the Telegraph Department. As a measure of 
interim relief the Secretary of State on .lanuary 27th, 1920 sanctioned, with 
effect from August »0tU, 1910, a revised scale of pay similar to that sanctioned 
for tho Public Works 'Department, and this scale was brought into effect under 
orders communicated to the,Director-General of Posts and Telegraphs by the 
Government of India on February 10th, 1920. A further and final revision 
of pay and allowances for the executive grades was sanctioned by tho 
Secretary of State with effect from January 1st, under his telegram dated 
February 17th, 1920. 

♦ 

(A) Superintendent* and Assistant Superintendents, Telegraph JSnginecr- 
ing .—The interim scale of pay, sanctioned with effect from August 30th, 1919, 
to December 31st, 1919, is that published below as Scale A. The Government 
'of India arc, however, of opinion that the distinction between the Imperial and 
Provincial Services should no longer he preserved in its present form, and with 
the sanction of the Secretary of State, they have decided to amalgamate the two 
* services with effect from January 1st, 1920. The new rates of pay from that 
date will bo those pnblished below as Scale B. It is recognised that, in order to 
mafatnin tho present standard of recruitment, it is necessary to preserve some 
differentiation between the rates of pay admissible to officers recruited in Europe 
and in India, respectively, by the grant to the former of special allowances in 
addition to the Indian or normal rate of pay. It has, therefore, been decided to 
follow the precedent set in the esse of the Public Works Department, and to 
grant the European engineers recruited for the Telegraph Engineering cadre 
an overseas allowance as compensation for expatriation, and in addition, to 
■ grant a technical allowance to all engineers recruited in Europe, whether 
European or Indian, in consideration of the superior professional qualifications 
at present secured by a course of training in the United Kingdom.

During tho morning of the 5th 
January 1020 he established a picquet in another position and was heavily attacked by^ the 
enemy, bnt be refused to give ground. Had it not been for his good example the position 
wnnld have been lost and the regiment would have suffered heavily, as its right flank would 
have been exposed.

On the !Hh June 1919, he 
commanded a troop acting as van guard and showed great, gallantry and devotion to duty by 
pushing on to his objective in spite of dose range enemy fire. On many occasion* he has led 
bis troop with great skill and boldness, showing complete disregard to his personal safety.

For devotion to duty and great gallantry displayed in action on the 10th October 1919 
when he remained behind with his Hotchkiss gun and covered the retirement of his troop 
from a difficult position, tho enemy being only twenty yards away, and in far superior 
numbers.

THE VICTORIA CROSS. 

GEORGE R.I. 


Whruas Her late Majesty Queen Victoria, by a Warrant nn<1er Her Koval Sign Manual 
dated 29th January, 185d. did create a Naval and Military Decoration to be styled and deeignat- 
ed n Tlie Victoria Ciwj,** and did express Her desire that this decoration should be highly 
prized and eagerly sought after by the Officers and Men of Her Naval and Military 
Servioee. 

And whim as by divers subsequent Warrants other Officers and Men were admitted to 
and made eligible for the decoration, and certain amendments wore made to the Rules and 
Ordinances attaching thereto. 

And whbruas We deem it expedient that the said Warrant and subsequent Warrants 
before referred to, as also the Rules and Ordinances aifeoting the same, shall be consolidated, 
varied and extended. 

Now, THRMvon, We do hereby deolare that the said Warrants, and the Rules and Ordi¬ 
nances heretofore in foroe for the Government of the said Decoration, shall for that purpose 
be amended, varied, modified and extended ; and in substitution thereof We bv these presents, 
tor Us, Our Heirs and Sucoopsors, are graciously pleased to make, oidafn and establish the 
following Rules and Ordinances for the Government of the same which shall from henceforth 
be inviolably observed and kept!— 

Firstly, it is ordained that the distinction shall as heretofore be styled and designated 
u The Victoria Cross/ 9 and shall consist of a Maltese Cross of bronze witb our Royal Crest 
in tlie centre and underneath it an esoroll bearing this inscription : “ For Valour/* 

Secondly, it. is ordained that the Cross shall be suspended from the left breast by a red 
riband, and on those occasions when only the rihsnd is worn a replica of the Cross in miniature 
shall be affixed to the centre of the riband. 

Thirdly, it is ordained that the Cross shall only be awarded for most conspicuous bravery 
or some daring or pre-eminent act of valour or self-sacrifice or extreme devotion to duty in the 
presence of the enemy. 

Fourthly, it is ordained that the Cross may be awarded posthumously. 

Fifthly, it is ordained that the names of all those persons upon or on aooount of whom 
We may be phased to oonfer or present the decoration shall be published in the London Gazette, 
and a Registry thereof kept in the Offieo of Our Secretary of State for War. 

Sixthly, it is ordained that s— 


(1) Officers, Warrant Officers and subordinate Officers hereinafter referred to as Officers, 

Chief Petty Officers and Petty Officers hereinafter referred to as Petty Officers, 
men and boys hereinafter referred to as Seamen, serving in—(a) our Navy or

suspended, and for every such additional act of bravery, an additional Bar shall be added, w j 
any such Bar or Bars may bo awarded posthumously. For every Bar awarded a replica of the 
Cross in miniature shall bo added to the riband when worn alone. 


Eigfakly, it is ordained that every recommendation for the Award of the deooraton of 
the Cross shall be made and reported through the usual channol to Hie Senior Naval, Military 
or Air Force Officers Commanding the Force, who shall call for such description, oonolusivo 
proof as far as th© circumstances of the ease will allow, and attestation of the aot as he may 
think requisite, and if ho approve he shall recommend the grant of the decoration to Our 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, Our Secretary 0 f Stato for War and the Royal Air 
Force as tho oase may be, who shall submit, to Us the names of every oue so reoommendea whom 
they shall consider woithy : in tho case of tliero br ing no British or Indian Officer, then the 
Political Officer attached to the Force shall, after obtaining conclusive proof of the aot of 
bravery as far as is possible, if be approve, submit the rec umnendation to Us through the 
proper channels. 

Ninthly, it is ordained that in tlio event of any nr.it of our Naval, Military or Air 
Forces, consisting in the case of our Navy of a squadron, ilotilla or ship's oompany, or 
of a detached body of seamen or marines ; or in the caso of our Army of a regiment, 
squadron, battery or company, or of a detached body of soldiers ; or in the case of our Air Foroo 
of a Squadron or other body of airmen, having distinguished itself collectively by tho perform* 
anoe of an act of heroic gallantry or daring in the prciemo of tho enemy in such a way that 
the Admiral, (renoral or other Officer in ('omnium! of tho Foreo to which suoh an unit belongs* 
is unable to single out any individual as specially pro-eminent in gallantry or darfjt then 
one or more of the officers, warraut officer*, potty officers, non-commissioned officers, Kamen, 
marines, private soldiers or airmen in tho ranks comprising the unit shall be selected to he 
recommended to Us for the award ot tho Victoria Crosj in the following manner 

(a) When tho total personnel of the ur.it floes not exceed 100 v then ouo officer shall bo 
selected for the decoration hy the officers engaged ; and in like manner one 
warrant officer or petty officer or nori-c jmmissnmed officer of the unit shall bo 
selected by tho warrant officers, petty officer* or non-commissioned o fficer s 
engaged, and ono seaman, marine, prhato soldier oi airman in the ranks shall 
ba selected by the seamen, marines, private soldiers or airmen in the ranks 
engaged.

(c) When tho total personnel of tho unit cxeeeds 200 in number, the number of
